The Clan Fergusson Society of North America was organized at 
the Grandfather Mountain Highland Games in 1972 with the major 
objectives of the Society to cultivate a spirit of kinship among clans- 
folk and to collect and preserve literary, historical and genealogical 
records as well as memorabilia. The Clan Fergusson Society of NA 
also strives to honor thcir heritage and perpetuate those traditions, 
values and attitudes from the past that have proven to be of sound so- 
cial benefit. 

The Society’s newsletter is called The Bee Line - after the Clan 
badge that embodies the Chicf’s crest - a bee on a thistle - and the 
motto-“Dulcius ex Asperis” (sweeter out of difficulties). 

The current President of the Society is Robert Bruce Ferguson of El 
Toro, California. 

The origin of the name Fergusson or Ferguson, “son of Fergus” 
(MacFhearguis in Gaelic), is shrouded by the mists of time. Me- 

_ diaeval historians recorded a tradition that the founder of Scotland’s 
monarchy was a Fergus who lived in Ireland about 300 BC. 

Historical research dating from the 13th century confirms that by 
500 AD the Scots under King Fergus Mor had left Northern Ireland 
and became established in Dalriada, now Argyll. From Fergus Mor, 
with a few early exceptions, descend all subsequent kings and queens 
of the Scots, including the present Queen of Great Britain. 

In one of the oldest documents of ancient Scottish history, the 
“Tract on the Men of Albyn,” Fergusson is the only modern clan 


name mentioned. Before the 18th century, at least five grouns of Fer-

When I returned to New Register House after lunch, I was lucky! 
A place had become available in the research room. I would be able 
to look for birth, marriage and death records. I paid the required fee, 
grabbed my notebook and rushed in. For the next three hours I 
poured over the microfiche records for each-county - looking for any 
reference at all to the people whose names I saw recorded in the fam- 
ily genealogy. Of the few entries for John Crow, none fit the dates I 
had. There were no records under McMaster which helped me. Talk- 
ing with research assistants, I learned that such records were not re- 
quired in the early 1800’s, so the dead end I was finding was not 
unusual. 

As I worked, however, plans for future research began to. form. 
Since I wasn’t finding anything at this end, I would try to do some re- 
search of naturalization records. Would I start in New York? 
Washington? I didn’t know, but, I was committed to the search. 

It was late afternoon when I walked out along Princes Street. 
Looking up at Edinburgh Castle, I realized what a stunning city this 
is. I hadn’t learned anything definite about my ancestors, but I had 
found out a lot about Scotland and doing genealogy research here. 
The disappointment I had felt earlier in the day had disappeared. In a 
way, I HAD uncovered some of my family’s roots by visiting Edin- 
burgh and spending my day among old maps and records. 

One lesson I learned was that the search itself was far more impor- 
tant than results. I don’t know any more now about my ancestor - 
John Crow - then when I first looked at my grandmother’s records. 
But, pursuing information had given me the opportunity to get to 
know Scotland and I had made new friends along the way. Now, I 
feel a sense of ancestry that I had not known before. My patience had 
been tested. I know that I will keep looking and accept whatever I 
find or don’t find as part of a fascinating process.

From The Caledonian Courier 
and the Caledonian Society of 
Mississippi comes the Scots trad- 
itional system of naming their 
children. Christian names were 
chosen thusly: The first son was 
named after his Father’s Father. 
The second son was named after 
his Mother’s Father. The third 
son was named after his Own 
Father. Likewise with girls: The 
first daughter was named after 
her Mother’s Mother. The sec- 
ond daughter was named after 
her Father’s Mother. The third 
daughter was named after her 
Own Mother. If infant deaths 
left “vacancies” for those names 
they were often, where opportun- 
ity afforded, used again. For this 
reason, it is advisable to compare 
names with the actual date of 
marriage, if possible. Otherwise, 
this practice of reusing the “key 
names” can mislead a researcher. 
This pattern is a valuable aid in 
determining family relationships 
in Scottish families. It is not as 
rigid as it first might appear. For 
after using the first three names, 
male and female, imposed by the 
pattern, there was often ample 
scope for using other christian 
names in the large families of 
days gone by.

A familiar quote from Ralph Waldo Emerson provides some in- 
teresting food for thought for Americans these days: /f a man can 
make a better mousetrap than his neighbor, the world will beat a 
path to his door. 

Who in the world is building “‘a better mousetrap” today? Is it 
the United States? Or, is it Japan, Russia, West Germany, Red 
China or Taiwan? Who is it that has a beaten path to his door? 

Beginning with the Industrial Revolution in the United States 
during the early 1900’s; and continuing into the periods before, 
during and immediately after World War II, the United States built 
better mousetraps - and the world beat a path to our doors. 

In the 1940’s, the production capability and the economic 
strength of the United States was enormous; greater than any other 
nation in the world. We enjoyed the finest standard of living the 
world has ever known. 

However, in the thirty years following World War II, we began 
taking our strength for granted. Self-serving politicians designed 
and implemented massive giveaway programs. Greedy labor un- 


ions made outrageous demands on industry and in many cases - 


weak-kneed management capitulated, passing the exorbitant costs 
on to the consumer. Socialistic-minded bureaucrats imposed con- 
trols and regulations on business and industry, the costs of which 
forced thousands out of competition - and out of business.

People in 
northern colonies did most of 
their traveling during the winter. 
Then, the roads were made 
smooth and firm by a deep 
blanket of snow. Streams and 
rivers became solid highways of 
ice - so that travel in sleighs was 
comparatively easy. It was then 
that the articles produced on the 
farm during the year were hauled 
to market and it was also the time 
for visits to the homes of friends 
and relatives as there was less 
work to be done on the farms. 
There were many types of 
sleighs in use during the 17th and 
18th centuries in American. 
Long caravans of sleighs, loaded 
with farm produce could be seen 
wending their way along the fro- 
zen highways of New England 
and the middle colonies - taking 
cargoes to the nearest town or 
city. The people of New Eng- 
land called a sleigh drawn by two 
horses a “pung” and a one-horse 
sleigh, a “pod”.

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Past Picture Perfect 
by Pat Besch 


Hi! Welcome to “Past Picture 
Perfect”, the genealogist's re- 
source for photography. The ar- 
ticles in these colums will cover 
both conservation and restora- 
tion of old Photographs as well 
as how-to tips on taking meaing- 
ful genealogy purpose pictures of 
your family. 

Photographs are our way of 
proving today to the future. Me- 
mories fade. Photographs, if 
carefully annotated and stored, 
don't. 

I recommend these items to 
help you organize a photo- 
graphic library: 1. An ultra-fine 
point, permanent ink, quick dry- 
ing felt pen (Sanford’ s Sharpie is 
the best); 2. A tripod; 3. Archival 
photographic album paper (with 
or without Slits for the pictures); 
4. Photographic double-stick 
tape pieces and sticky-back 
triangle tabs to put on the edges 
of the picture; 5. Archival nega- 
tive sleeves. I will explain the 
need of each of these in future 
articles. 

For lazy people with hundreds 
of unnamed and dated phto- 
graphs (like me), I recommend 
having several rubber stamps 
These wonderful inven- 
tions save a great deal of time 
and energy. More about that in 
later articles here. 

With just the Sharpie, you can 
start on the most important ge- 
nealogical effort in your family’s 
history - putting names, places 
and dates on the back of ALL OF 


YOUR FAMILY PHOTO- 
GRAPHS! Important? You bet- 
ter believe this is important! 
YOU may have a perfect memory 
and be able to remember 75 
years’ worth of information, but, 
who will tell your great- 
grandkids about that wonderful 
picture of Aunt Gertie and Uncle 
Leo Mark on the 1917 honey- 
moon to Sioux City, IA? You fu- 
ture family will not know unless 
you write the information down 
now - TODAY - while it is still 
“fresh”. 

One more thought on that sub- 
ject. If you have several of the 
same photograph, putting all the 
important information on just 
one is great, but, I've found that 
fires, floods and other catastro- 
phies have a nasty habit of leav- 
ing only one or-two reclaimable 
photo's - and guess which ones 
they usually are - not? 

Hurry, get started yesterday. 
This will take a lifetime.

The 1805 land lottery was authorized by an Act of the Georgia le- 
gislature at Louisville on 11 May 1803 to distribute the land ceded by 


the Creek Nation in 1802. Three counties were created: Wayne, 
Baldwin and Wilkinson. Wayne County to the South of the Altamaha 


consisted of three districts. A lot of land was 490 acres. Baldwin and 


Wilkinson Counties to the west of the Oconee River each had five 


land districts and land lots of 202 1/2 acres. Fractional lots were re- 
served from the drawing and sold later. Also, a tract was reserved for 
a town which would become Milledgeville. 

A person could get one draw in the lottery if they were a free, 


white, unmarried male, United States citizen, aged 21 or over, with a 
one year residence in Georgia; or minor orphans under 21 with father 


dead and mother dead or remarried. To receive two draws a person 
had to be a free, white, married male, US citizen aged 21 or over, with 


_a one-year residence in Georgia who had _ minor legitimate children 
or child. 


The fortunate drawer could pay $8.10 for a lot of 202 1/2 acres, and 
then they were free to settle on their land or sell it. For 490 acres, the 
drawer paid $19.60 to accept the land. 

In the 1805 Georgia Lottery, the names of all participants were 
saved. All these names can be found in Virginia S. and Ralph V. 
Wood, 1805 Georgia Land Lottery. Cambridge, Mass., 1964.

Help in Locating | 
Tartans 
With the aid of computer tech- 


nology, museum staffers at The 


Scottish Tartans Museum in 
Comrie, Perthshire, Scotland 
will be able to locate an indivi- 
dual tartan from the 2,000 known 
patterns with the touch of a 
finger. 

Working with Stirling Univer- 
sity computer experts, museum 
officials have programmed re- 
cords going back into the mists 
of time into the computer, giving 
details of all “publicly known 
tartans.” 

Visitors will be able to see 
“their” tartan on the high defini- 
tion color screen or a printout on 
paper.

All insignias of the recent past era have been removed. Street names 
have been changed. There is not a red star to be found in Praha. 

The majority of the country houses were quite large - built or re-built ab- 
out 25 years ago. Every relative we visited gave us a bouquet of flowers 
from the home garden. 

We found the country roads to be lined with fruit ard nut trees. 

Religious shrines are placed all along the country roads as well. My fa-

The Federation of Swedish 


Genealogical Societies came into 


being in 1986 and as of today, 
contains more than ninety 
groups, with a total membership 
of over 15,000, from the 120 ge- 
nealogical societies in Sweden. 

The chief aims of the Federa- 
tion are to “watch out for the in- 
terests of genealogists - espe- 
cially with regard to actions of 
government, archival and library 
authorities; to support and supply 
information to the member so- 
cieties; to further genealogical 
education; to ensure the publica- 
tion of high quality genealogical 
literature; to encourage the deve- 
lopment of technical devices and 
other means of importance to ge- 
nealogy; to keep in touch with 
and to cooperate with other simi- 
lar organizations in Sweden as 
well as with foreign genealogical 
organizations. 

The Federation publishes a 
journal with five issues per year 
as well as the Svenska Antavlor 
(Swedish Ahnentafelh), which 
comes out twice a year. An an- 
nual on a genealogical theme is 
also published (not included in 
membership fee).

On a recent flight to Chicago, I was seated next to a distinguished 
old gentleman. Before long we were well into a lively discussion in- 
volving the observance of our great national holidays. It’s not my na- 
ture to become involved in serious discussions with anyone while fly- 
ing, but this old gentlemen of what is generally referred to as “the old 
school” posed some questions and expressed some comments that 
captured my attention. 

It was obvious he wanted to talk and quite honestly, I was so fasci- 
nated by his remarks that I was more than willing to just sit and let 
him talk. With genuine feeling, he deplored the luke-warm obser- 
vance of our great national holidays. “Look at what we have done to 
the Fourth of July - and Memorial Day - and Thanksgiving - and what 
about Washington and Lincoln’s birthdays. It’s almost as though 
these great men never existed.” 

“Take the Fourth of July,” he continued. “When I was a young lad, 


‘the whole country stopped to celebrate. Us kids couldn’t wait for the 


day to come. The whole town turned out for parades, fireworks, band 
concerts and picnics in the park. We played yard games all day long 
and went swimming in the river. Everything was decorated in red, 
white and blue bunting and flags flew from every house and place of 
business. I remember that my uncle had a special radiator cap on his 
car with six tiny flags on it. Even as a small lad, I felt the patriotic 
fervor of the veterans who spoke of the greatness of our beloved 
country and of how God had blessed us as a nation and as individuals 
with freedom and liberty.” 

“Yes, the Fourth of July was quite a holiday in those days,” he con- 
tinued. “And, it was enjoyed by everyone from eight to eighty. Our 
country needs that spirit of patriotism today. We have forgotten how 
to celebrate great holidays because we have forgotten what great holi-

days are all about. Our memories of the reasons for celebrating great 
holidays has become distorted and dimmed by our neglect in teaching 
the basic truths to our children.” 

The old man continued with a question that has disturbed me in re- 
cent days. “What do our children really know about Thanksgiving? 
We have crammed Thanksgiving between Halloween and Christmas - 
and the Jack o’ Lanterns that decorated our front porches are barely 
disposed of before the onslaught of millions of styrofoam Santa 
Clauses demand our attention.” 

“Again, we need to put the real meaning back into our national ho- 
lidays. We need to start by educating our children - telling them the 
significance of the Fourth of July, Thanksgiving, Memorial Day and 
all of the other Great Holidays. We need to tell them about George 
Washington at Valley Forge - and require every youngster to memor- 
ize Lincoln’s Gettysburg Address. We need to emphasize that these 
men served our nation sacrificially as Presidents in perilous times. 
Certainly they were uncommon men who prayed and worked to save 
our country.” 


The old man turned tome and said, “I’m sorry and I apologize. I’m 
afraid I’ve bored you with my soap box preaching. I really do hope 
that you will forgive an old man for his musings of times past - and al- 
most forgotten.” 

About that time, the stewardess announced our arrival in the Chi- 
cago area. Moments later, we were on the ground and in the terminal. 
The old man went his way and I went mine - but, a compelling 
thought lingered in my mind. The old man had said “...we have for- 
gotten how to celebrate great national holidays because we have for- 
gotten what great holidays are all about.” 

There is something about that statement that should haunt every 
American and prompt us to take corrective action.

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NAVA+AROS=RAGAS 

On April 8, 1992, the National Archives Volunteer Association 
(NAVA) and the AROS Society, Ltd. (Archives of Russia) signed an 
agreement creating the Russian-American Genealogical Archives 
Service (RAGAS). The service will facilitate the handling by archi- 
val repositories in the former Soviet Union of inquiries from Ameri- 
cans who are interested in locating information about their families. 

Under the agreement, the American side will accept inquiries con- 
cerning genealogical information, distribute a bilingual form for in- 
quiries and forward completed forms to AROS for fulfillment. 
AROS will create 4 computer database of genealogical information 
from orders received from the American side; translate the requests 
into Russian, if necessary; analyze the information and ensure that it 
is forwarded to the proper archival repository. RAGAS will also pro- 
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vide an expert estimate of the costs for the search and will return the 
results to the inquirer via NAVA. RAGAS will operate throughout 
the Commonwealth of Independent States. 

Rates for archival inquiries and research through AROS were also 
established as follows: to obtain a copy of a specific document, an in- 
quirer will pay a non-refundable fee in advance of $20.00, plus a ship- 
ping and handling charge of $2.00 on the American side. for answer- 
ing more detailed genealogical inquiries linking generations or family 
members within a single generation, or for confirmation of several 
events in the life of a single individual, AROS will charge for each or- 
der, based upon the actual time expended, at the rate of 6 U.S. dollars 
an hour. There will be an initial advance fee of $50 for each order. 
This fee is not refundable if no information can be located; if informa- 
tion is located, the advance will be deducted from the total cost of fill- 
ing the request. These temporary charges may be adjusted once RA- 
GAS is in full operation.

Check the attic, base- 
ment, garage, storage shed - even try to get as many photographs as 
possible from relatives. IMPORTANT: while collecting your 
photos, handle them carefully. If any are stuck together or stuck to 
glass or paper - it’s safer to bring them to a professional to separate - 
also cheaper than restoration. 

Collecting them, you may notice some photographs have problems. 

Are some faded to the point of non-existance? Have rats, roaches, 
mildew, water and other unpleasant aspects of nature had a field day 
on others? Are some so fragile ;that they may crumble to dust at any 
second? Gently place each in-danger print between two sturdy card- 
board pieces and store them in a safe place until you are ready to deal 
with them. } 

After locating all the images you can, you will have an idea bout 
the subjects your photographs depict. Possibilities include: very old 
ones that you have no idea about who is in them (but, you’re certain 
that some in there is a family member); shots of your childhood, 
friends, pets, vacations and so on. You also have special events - 
births, baptisms, graduations, weddings, anniversaries and deaths. 
Choose any amount of categories you may want - then, divide your 
prints into them. You can store each group in sealable plastic bags. 

When you are ready, put ;historical information such as date, loca- 
tion, occasion and names of people - on the back of all photos - using 
a Sharpie ultra-fine point pen. Hint: if the back is too dark, put a piece 
of sticky-back paper (archive safe, please) there and write on that. 
This also works for those pictures where the ink may bleed through. 

Remember my comment in the last column about lazy people? If 
you have more writing ahead of ;you then your hand will handle - get 
a stamp made. A personal computer to store the information - then 
print it is easier - but a rubber stamp is cheaper! Have a stamp made 
for each large category of photographs. 

For instance, let’s say you have 200 prints of you, your parents and 
siblings. Have the general information put on a stamp size that fits 
most of the prints, being sure to include blank space for additional in- 
formation. Using a special quick drying photographic ink - stamp all 
200 prints. Use your Sharpie to put in extra information and take out 
items that don’t apply. See how easy! Because your work is in small 
groups - you don’t have an unstartable task ahead of you. 
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As you complete each group, slip them into triangular photo tabs 
attached to archival paper. Place them in archival plastic covers and 
store in a binder of some type. Don’t worry about order at this time, 
just concentrate on getting the information down and stored in one lo- 
cation - that’s Job #1. 

Once this task has been completed, you have three options. The 
first is to just leave your photographs as they are now. This is good, 
since all the information is there for easy reference. You have done 
the most important part -and the future will appreciate your work. 

A second option for less busy people - arrange the photographs in 
chronological order to make a family history simple to follow. It’s 
easy to do since the prints are in tabs and not stuck down. 

There is a third choice, but, it will be time consuming. You must 
choose the worth of your time now versus the potential for great fu- 
ture value. Make a picture story of your family!

Czechoslovak Notes 
Kathryn Betlach Dankowski 


After a trip to Czechoslovakia 
in 1985, I started my own genea- 
logical research. It has been the 
most satisfying hobby that I have 
ever done. Let me give you 
some ideas on how to get started. 

Czechoslovak research is the 
same as for any other nationality. 
The first project is to talk to your 
relatives and ask them for any 
and all information that they 
have on the family. You should 
get the oldest ones first - as they 
probably have the most facts. 
Try to tape the conversation for 
later use. But, if they are intimi- 
dated by that, take complete 


notes. Some details that do not fit 
into anything now probably will 
in the future - like nicknames or 
strange sounding village names 
in the old country. 

It is possible that these people 
will not be interested in talking 
about the good old days - maybe 
the days weren’t so good. A pos- 
sible way to break the ice is to 
have them identify the people in 
any old family photographs you 
have. Try to get the names, loca- 
tion, occasion for and/or year of 
the pictures. 

You also should try to located 
the family’s important papers, 
i.e., birth or baptismal certifi- 
cates (Rodny or Krestni List) 
and passports (Reise Pas) from 
Czechoslovakia for the original 
immigrants. They needed these 
papers to come to America, and 
they contain an incredible 
amount of information. 

When they became US citi- 
zens, their naturalization papers 
were done in two separate steps. 


They first completed the “Decla- 
ration of Intention” form, and la- 
ter got their actual “Certificate of 
Citizenship”. These papers have 
good amounts of information. 
You might find some old let- 
ters from Czechoslovakia among 
their souvenirs, which should be 
translated, then extract any valu- 
able family information. If you 
continue on this lucky streak, 
you will find a family member 
who is holding on dearly to an 


old family bible, which holds . 


your family information from 
year one. 

The final items possible to 
find around the house are old 
newspaper articles, such as wed- 
dings, family celebrations and 
obituaries. The newspapers used 
to do some great writing and in- 
cluded many family details. Ob- 
tain back issues from the local 
newspapers. Libraries also have 
newspaper files. 

I must warn you that you are 
probably not going to put your 
hands on all of the above items. 
But you should stay forever opti- 
mistic, do your best and you will 
start building the information 
needed to learn more of your per- 
sonal history.

“Coming to America in 1923” 


On May 7, 1923, a young Scotsman and his bride of a few months re- 
ceived a telegram that read, “If you are willing to take risk of being refused 
entry United States, we are prepared to book you aboard R.M.S. Cameronia 
May 11.” 

This telegram was the reply to my father’s application for entry to the 
United States. 

My father, who was recently discharged after four years of service in the 
British army, was a skilled mechanic, but he could not find work in postwar 
Scotland. America beckoned with opportunity. 

So, with high expectations and relatives who offered them temporary 
housing in the United States, my parents sailed down the River Clyde to fol- 
low their dream. 

Leaving their homeland and their loved ones was difficult. Farewells had 
to be long lasting since a retum home couldn’t be anticipated for many 


years. My mother not only had to say goodbye to her identical twin sister, fy 


but also to her parents who were both in failing health. 
In spite of the tears and sadness of the day, my parents were certain that 


they were doing the right thing; they were going to the land of opportunity. 


Midway across the Atlantic Ocean, the captain of their ship made a star- 
tling announcement: Another and faster ship had left Liverpool, England, 


for New York the day after the Cameronia left Scotland. This faster ship .

The Jacksonville Genealogical 
Society asks the question, “Do 


you really know what the word | 
‘kidnapper’ means?” I thought I — 


knew, but, here is the real defini- 
tion: Food, never overly abun- 
dant in early Britain, was ex- 
tremely hard to obtain for de- 
cades after the Norman Conquest 
of England. People fought over 
food scraps and even killed 
others for a few pence. Thievery 
became rampant during this per- 


iod. Thieves were known as : 


“nabbers” or “nappers”; so called 
from the Saxon word meaning 
“to seize or grab”. For instance, 
any person who stole a sheep was 
called a sheep napper. 

Few could carry a heavy 
grown sheep, so most felons usu- 
ally concentrated on swiping 
kids - baby sheep. As kid nap- 
pings increased, the death pen- 
alty was established for con- 
victed thieves. Later, when bet- 
ter economical conditions 
prevailed, sheep stealing became 
less frequent. 

The old term Meldnapner’ ; 
meaning the theft of a young ani- 
mal, came into use again when 
modern day criminals, began to 
abduct and hold children for ran- 
som. And, again, the death pen- 
alty became law when such per- 
sons were caught and convicted.

In this column I’m going to discuss the Clans of the American 
Indians. 

Many American Indian tribes lived according to some variation of 
the clan system of social organization. 

Clan membership regulated marriages and inheritance patterns. A 
Clan was viewed as an enormous family related largely by edict, but 
nevertheless believed to be descended from a common ancestor. The 
Iroquois counted eight Clans. Each of the Five Nations - later to be- 
come Six (The League of the Iroquois - encompassing first the Mo- 
hawk, Oneida, Onandaga, Cayuga, Seneca and later the Tuscarores) 
and each of the Algonquian had eight. 

Within the Cherokee Nation there exist seven Clans - The Seven 
Clans of the Cherokee are: A-hi-Ga-to-Ge-Wi (Wild Potato); Ani- 
Tsi-s-kwa (Bird); A-Ni-Gi-Lo-Hi (Longhair); A-ni-sa-ho-ni (Blue); 
A-ni-wo-di (Paint); Ani-ka-wi (Deer); and A-ni-wa-ya (Wolf). 

The Iroquois Clans are the Wolf, Deer, Bear, Beaver, Turtle, Snipe, 
Heron and the Hawk. 

A marriage taboo existed that no one might marry into a clan of his 
or her own group (to prevent marriage of close blood relatives). 
When a man married, he left his home and went to live with his 
wive’s family. But, he did not become a member of his wife’s clan. 
His children, however, did belong to her clan. 

Clan relationship was carried so far that a father, though regarded 
with affection, wasn’t thought of as a relative in an official sense. 

Clan membership was felt so strongly that a family would receive a 
complete stranger as a brother if he was of their totem. (Totems are 
symbols adopted by the Clans and the names of the totem animals 
were also the names of the clans.) 

Inheritance was entirely through the mother. A man inherited 
property from his mother’s brother - rather than from his father. 

A man had considerable responsibility for the training of his sis- 
ters’ sons, who were his heirs. 

A Sachemship in the League Council was hereditary in the clan of 
the sachem. 

The Sachem’s sons therefore were not in line of succession - but 
his brothers and his sisters’ sons were. 

Marriages were often arranged by families. Marriage initiated a 
host of cooperative arrangements and mutual responsibilities among 
the “in-laws” and was viewed as a relationship effecting many more 
persons than just the spouse.

other tribes called them - or, those given them by Europeans. Their 
names for themselves almost always meant “The Men” or, “The Peo- 
ple”. It took their neighbors to hit upon descriptive names, often not 
very complimentary. There are about thirty different Indian names 
for the Dakota Indians - and a large percentage of these names - when 
translated - meant “cut throats”. Quite often the name conferred on a 
neighboring tribe meant “They Talk Gibberish”. 
To do proper research, we need to know the neighbors of the tribe 
that you are researching, because of the many different names that 
they were known by in your reference materials (Re: The Houma In- 
dians - which had the tribal name ‘“Saktci-Houma” or “Red Crawfish” 
was interpreted as “Istrouma” by the French). 
We also need to study their customs...for instance a Dakota who in- 


formally wore a plain eagle feather horizontally in his hair had — 


counted coup in some way. One who did not rate such a feather was 
forbidden to marry until he either earned his feather or turned twenty- 
five years old. 

An excellent source of information on customs and naming is a 
book by Hyemeyohsts Storm, called Seven Arrows.

Computer Bulletin Board System Offers 


Free Help - Blairs Book Service Ready! 


A new computer bulletin 
board system (BBS) is offering 
needed free help to genealogists 
and historians searching for 
hard-to-find books. The assis- 
tance is offered nationwide, 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. 


The new service, called 
BBS=Blairs’ Book Service, 
started operations on May 1, al- 
though the data base is not com- 
plete. The service is expected to 
eventually list over 100,000 
books available to researchers. 

Since many of the genealogi- 
cal and local history books are 
published in very limited quanti- 
ties, the BBS offers a unique 
“matching” assistance to both re- 
searchers and the authors/ 
publishers. Many of the pu- 
blishers are small history or ge- 
nealogical societies that do not 
have marketing capabilities. 

A researcher with a computer 
and modem can go online with 
the BBS and search for needed 
books through indexes by categ- 
ory, subjects, titles or by pu- 
blisher. Some of the large na- 
tional publishers have their sepa-

data can be searched online or 
downloaded for studying offline.

Moffett Takes Lead 


in Freeing Ancient 


Dead Sea Scrolls 


William A. Moffett, director 
of the Huntington Library of San 
Marino, California, has an- 
nounced that he would be mak- 
ing copies of the Dead Sea 
Scrolls available for the study of 
scholars - without restriction. 


More than four decades ago, 
Bedouin tribesmen stumbled 
upon and entered a cave in what 
is now the West Bank. What 
they found were ancient scrolls 
amounting to authoritative ver- 
sions of nearly the entire Hebrew 
Bible - or Old Testament. These 
extraordinary documents first 
passed into the hands of the Jor- 
danian government, which 
granted exclusive research rights 
to a very small group of scholars. 
However, after the 1967 Mideast 


War, possession of the scrolls 


“passed to Israel - which decided 


not to change the arrangement. 
The net result was to create a 
monopoly which, for decades, 
has frustrated scholars over the 
entire world. 


About ten years ago, the Hun- 
tington Library came into pos- 
session of virtually a complete 
set of photographs of the scrolls. 
Now, although their have been 


some vociferous complaints 
lodged by officials from Jeru- 
salem, Huntington takes the pos- 
ition that the collection was 
photographed under circum- 
stances that were outside the 
monopoly agreement and that it 
is the library’s high moral re- 
sponsibility to scholarship and 
academic freedom to share its 
treasure.

An article in the Los Angeles

July 10, 1992, a treaty was 
signed between the governments 
of present Germany and the for- 
mer Soviet Union, now known as 
the Commonwealth of Indepen- 
dent States (CIS). It provides for 
reestablishment of an autonom- 
ous region on the Volga River 
open to all Germans in CIS areas.

The Barclay name has a long 
and distinguished history. Robert 
de Berkeley came to England in 
the company of William the 
Conqueror and by 1086 was in 
possession of Berkeley in 
Gloucestershire. The Scottish 
Barclays, 22 principal and cadet 
lines, are cadets of this ancient 
house represented in such areas 
as Aberdeenshire, Kincardine- 
shire, Banffshire and Ayrshire. 
The name first appeared in Scot- 
land around 1154 when John de 
Berkley came to Scotland with 
Malcolm Canmore’s Queen, 
Margaret. By the end of the 14th 
century, the name was being 
spelled “Barclay” instead of 
“Berkeley”. Ensuing genera- 
tions have included two Great 
Chamberlains of Scotland (Wal- 
ter in 1165-1189 and Sir Patrick 
in 1280-1288), a Russian Field 
Marshall Prince Michael Barclay 
de Tolly who was responsible for 
commanding the Russian Armies 
forcing Napoleon to retreat from 
Moscow, a Steward of the house- 
hold of Mary, Queen of Scots, an 
emissary between the Highland 
Chiefs and James IV, an adjutant 
to the Duke of Wellington, 
Robert Barclay the famous 
Quaker Apologist and Life Gov- 
ermor or Quaker East New Jersey 
and many notable others. 

The current Chief is Peter 
Barclay of Towie Barclay and of 
that IIk who resides in London 
and who was the honored guest 
of the Tidewater Scottish Festi- 
val in 1991. Clan Barclay Soci- 
ety was founded in 1980 by G. 
Barclay Ross, M.D. of Florida.

The FHL has an abundance of microfilm records for the researcher of Jewish genealogy. One can al- 
ways look at the microfiches for a film number, but there is no need to reinvent the wheel. Several lists of 
microfilms numbers have already been published. 

The Source-A Guidebook of American Genealogy, edited by Arlene Eakle and Johni Cerny, 1984, has a 
section called “Jewish American Research”, which includes lists of microfilm records from Germany, Po- 
land and Hungary. The list is catalogued by city, province, types and dates of records, ending with the 
FHL microfilm number. This list originally appeared in Toledot: The Journal of Jewish Genealogy (Vol. 
2, #1,Summer 1978)(More lists in Toledot, Vol. 1, #3, Winter 1987). 

Updated lists of microfilm records can be obtained in Avotaynu-The International Journal of Jewish 
Genealogy, Vol. III, #1, Winter 1987. ; 

Many Jewish Genealogical Societies have the 1989 FHL Subject Catalog of Jewish Sources, which is a 
photocopy of many FHL microfiche pertaining to Jewish records. The notebook is by no means complete, 
so always look for your city in the microfiche found at your local Mormon Library. Contact your local 
JGS to see if they have the notebook. 

The most recent list of FHL holdings of Jewish records on microfilm can be found in the Encyclopedia 
of Jewish Genealogy. Volume One - Sources in the US and Canada, edited by Arthur Kurzweil and Mir- 
iam Weiner, 1991. 

Each listing of microfilms mentioned contains some variations; cities that are mentioned in one list are 
omitted in another and visa versa. It is necessary to check all these sources and if you still have not found 
your family’s city; make sure you look in the FHL microfiche under “Country”, “Province”, “City”...and

Jewish genealogical research is just like any other genealogical research - only more so. 

Visiting homeland cemeteries is an excellent way to find family members’ vital records. Tombstones 
give birth and death dates as well as double plots revealing marriage information. Many times families are 
buried together and you can derive a whole family tree from one cemetery. 

Jews have a special problem, however; many of the tombstones are in Hebrew. The best and most com- 
plete article about “Reading Hebrew Tombstones” is found in Mass-Pocha, newsletter of the Jewish Ge- 
nealogical Society of Greater Boston, summer 1992. 

Because of space limitations and our inability to reproduce the Hebrew alphabet, we can't bring you 
the article here. However, Mrs. Baird has advised us that you may get a copy of the article - which she 
Says is “the best condensed version of this subject I’ ve ever seen...and it’ s very important to know this sub- 
ject, especially if you are going to cemeteries in Europe!”

Mail 
service around here was somewhat 
affected by Hurricane Andrew - so, if 
I have not answered a letter that was 
sent around that date, I may not have 
received it - or, it may have been lost 
in the shuffle of protecting things in 
the event of wind or water damage. 
(Fortunately, we had neither.) 

A common question is where to 
find a Sharpie fine-point felt pen? Or, 
how to tell if another brand is as 
good? 

I can order Sharpies for you, if you 
want. But, there are other brands that 
can be used. To test a pen to see if it 
is useful, simply draw a one inch line 
on the back of a recent photograph. 
Let the line dry for about a minute - 
then, rub your finger over it. If it 
doesn’t smudge, you can use that pen. 
Now, wait for over an hour - take a 
damp cloth and rub the line. If it 
doesn’t smudge - this pen is perfect. 
A pen that smudges on either of the 
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Who do I goto? Can I do these my- 
self? These are common questions 
genealogists ask when confronted 
with damaged photographs. 

The very first thing to do with your 
damaged photographs is to separate 
them - according to the damage. 
Some likely groups include: bent or 
cracked pictures, scratched, broken or 
cut photos, water damage, spots, ro- 
dent damage (Including damage from 
young children chewing on a tasty 
photo!) and finally, there should be a 
group for those,prints with parts and 
pieces missing. 

One thing I feel you must under- 
stand. It is important to copy all 
photos in black and white...and on ar- 
chival paper. I will explain this in 
greater detail later. 

Can you copy your own photos? 
Can you do some or all of the restora- 
tion work yourself? Here’s informa- 
tion that will help you determine if 
this is for you - or, if you would be 
better off going for help.

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First, here is the equipment you 
will need to do your own copy 
work...1) A camera with a close-up 
lens that will allow you to get in close 
to your old print and capture only 
photograph - not a lot of empty space.

This chart is to help you decide if you can 
do your own restoration work. By some skills 
needed - J] mean that you must have a work- 
ing knowledge of light and dark - and an abil- 
ity to follow tiny, delicate lines. 

Should you decide to use a professional? 
Where do you go? I absolutely discourage 
taking old photos to department stores, dis- 
count stores, drugstores or grocery stores. 
Photography is not their main line of busi- 
ness and the personnel initially handling your 
valuable prints have no idea, usually, of what 
they are doing - and loss is common. One 
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hour photo stores need to be checked first - 
do they print the work on color paper or fiber 
paper? If they don’t know what fiber paper is 
- and print only on color paper - find some- 
one else. Entrust your photographs only to 
someone who will value and protect them. 
When you finally select a place - ask if 
they do the work in house. If they don’t - find 
out where they send to have the work done. 
You may be able to submit straight to that 
place and save a handling fee - plus, that’s 
one less set of hands on your old photos.

60168-1033) reports, by way of 
an article written by John T. 
Kerr, that Scotland had two 
patron Saints! St. Andrew, one 
of the first of Jesus’ disciples, is 
the Patron Saint of Scotland. 

He was noted for his simplicity 
and for his courage - traits very 
much admired by the Scots. 

Andrew was crucified by the 
Romans at Patras in Greece in 
the year 80 A.D., and the type 


of cross, made in the shape of 
an “X” has been known as the 
St. Andrew’s Cross. It is the 
design of the Scottish blue and 
white flag, and was later incor- 
porated into the British Union 
Jack following the Treaty of 
Union of 1707 (and, also the de- 
sign of the Confederate Battle 
Flags). 

Not known to most is the fact 
that Scotland had an earlier 


Patron Saint. St. Andrew was ~ 


designated by the Roman 
Church, but the Celtic Church 


in Scotland, much earlier, had 
its Patron Saint. He was St. 
John the Baptist. With the 
subsequent increase in power 
of Roman Catholicism, St. An- 
drew supplanted St. John the 
Baptist, who faded from 
memory. 


The Feast Day of St. Andrew 
has been designated as Novem- 
ber 30. Celebrations in his 
honor are scheduled by. Scots 
the world over on or near this 
date.

Trifle! Sara Cunningham Car- 
penter of Atlanta was given 
this recipe by Helen Collins of 
Edinburgh.

Ingredients: 1/2 loaf stale 
pound or sponge cake; 2-10 oz.

If you want a logi- 
cal numbering of individuals, put 
these numbers in the ID field and 
configure to print reports using 
the ID numbers rather than the 
RIN numbers. Just keep in mind 
that as you share data. These 
numbers will probably be mean- 
ingless to others.

The Archdiocese of Durango, Mexico has given permission to the 
Rio Grande Historical Collections to microfilm the historical records 
in their custody. This collections consists of about 1,120,000 pages. 

These papers date from as early as 1606, during which time Dur- 
ango was a part of the Bishopric of Guadalajara. The See of Durango, 
created by Pope Paul V in 1620, included a majority of the northern- 
most territories claimed as New Spain.

Fort Gaines Offers $100 for Info... 


FORT GAINES, G.A.— Who was Elizabeth Stuart Dill? Fort 
Gaines, GA is offering a $100.00 reward to the scholar who can iden- 
tify this lady so entwined with their history. The massacre of her 
companions and her capture by Seminole Indians triggered the first 
Seminole War. Yet, her origins remain a mystery. 

Fort Gaines, the oldest Georgia town west of the Oconee River and 
the only nineteenth century Georgia fort still incorporated is having a 
renaissance because of its recreational assets and small town am- 
biance. Tourists visiting Mrs. Dill’s 1820 home are asking questions 
about this lady who is virtually ignored by historians. 

In the fall of 1817, General Edmund Gaines, expecting trouble 
from hostile Indians, sent a call to Mobile and Fort Montgomery for 
reinforcements and supplies for Fort Scc ‘t and Fort Gaines. The sol- 
diers marched overland with the supplies. Seven wives and four 
children were sent by boat. Elizabeth Stuart, wife of Sgt. John Stuart, 
was on one of the boats. The boat trip was arduous and General 
Gaines sent down a relief boat with fresh soldiers. The returning boat 
made a dash upriver with the families and sick soldiers trying to reach 
the safety of Fort Scott. 

The boat was ambushed near a canebrake and two injured soldiers 

- fell into the water and thus witnessed the death and scalping of all 
hands except Elizabeth Stuart. When word of the massacre reached 
Washington war was declared and General Andrew Jackson was sent 
to quell the Indians. He reached the border post of Fort Scott and 
there decided to plunge into Spanish territory in search of Billy Bow- 
legs, King of the hostiles...and Elizabeth Stuart. 

On the way, General McIntosh and General Woodward engaged a 
tribe of Indians. Among their prisoners were Elizabeth Stuart and an 
Indian boy who would later be known as Osceola. Elizabeth Stuart 
was sent to Fort Gaines as it was the closest secure American fort. 

It is said that Mrs. Stuart arrived with a sum of money discarded by 
the Indians that she had picked up and pinned to her petticoat with 
pine needles. General John Dill married this young widow and they 
built the Dill House with her petticoat money. 

Fortunes reversed and Elizabeth Stuart Dill died a pauper. She is 
buried next to the General in the old cemetery at Fort Gaines, 
Georgia. 

Information is sought regarding her maiden name and birthplace.

called for if the marriage did not 
fulfill the requirements. 

Marriage Banns were procla- 
mations of an intended marriage, 
while Marriage Licenses were 
documents issued by a county 
giving permission for a couple to 
be married. 

You might find Marriage Con- 
tracts or Settlements. These 
were entered into by a couple 
when one or both parties had 
been married previously. It was 
executed to protect monies inher- 
ited from a previous spouse to 
pass on to his or her children. 
Sometimes this was called an 
ante-nuptial agreement. 


Heritage Quest, PO Box 40, 
Orting, WA 98360-0040 has an 
interesting book The New A to 
Zax by Barbara Jean Evans.

When you read records and 
find “‘a marriage contrary to dis- 
cipline” that means that the per- 
sons were both of the Quaker 
faith, but had married in a civil 
ceremony. This can also be 
called “married out of unity”. 
“Marriage Out” means that a per- 
son of Quaker faith has married 
someone of another faith.

Loch Ness Surveyed 


Yet Once Again... 


Loch Ness was surveyed this 
summer by a group called “Pro- 
ject Urquhart”, using a Norwe- 
gian ship with all the most up-to- 
date sonar and other modem 
equipment. Depth of the Loch is 
now confirmed to 788 feet at one 
point. That makes it 34 feet 
deeper than established in 1903.

Phyllis Friesner of Eagle Rock, MO found a way to communicate 
with unknown family members by making contacts in cemeteries! 
She leaves basic genealogical information in a small jar at her 
ancestors grave sites, including her own name and address.. She has 
been surprised to receive responses as much as three years later, 
from previously unknown cousins who visited the same cemeteries. 

Now, she says, she has discovered another possibility that may 
have much longer data-preservation implications. Her parents are 
buried in a cemetery in which only bronze plates (markers) are in- 
stalled flush with the ground. Many of these have an attached vase 
that can be upright when in use or turned upside down at other times

11th Summer Seminar on Jewish Genealogy 


The seminar in New York City from July 25-31, 1992, was a great success. Over 600 registered persons enjoyed The New 
York Jewish Experience. Attendees were treated to special “scholar-in-residence” programs with Dr. Neil Rosenstein at the 
Jewish Theological Seminary Library, at the Leo Baeck Institute with Karen Franklin and at the New York Public Library with 
Dr. Henrich Markowitch Deych and Daniel Schlyter. They went to many “birds-of-a-feather” programs for researchers with 
like interests. Many repositories in the New York area made special arrangements for seminar attendees. The interest in using px 
computers for genealogy was enormous as evidenced by attendance at programs in the Computer Learning Center. There was a X Nn 
wide variety of programming; the history of the Jews in New York from colonial times to the present, adoption, ethics in genea- y/ 
logical research, sumames adoption, Holocaust research, research in European and former Soviet Republics, Jewish genetic dis- 
eases, the usual immigration and naturalization programs, as well as excursions to the Tenement Museum and the Lower East yg 6 666 
Side, Ellis Island, Brooklyn’s Brighton Beach and a walking tour of Colonial Jewish New York with the eminent Rabbi Mal- 
colm Stern. 

A fascinating end to the seminar was a banquet which included a genealogical mystery, “Census Sensibility”. According to 
Dorot, The Journal of the Jewish Genealogical Society, the drama unfolded as a typical (or, perhaps not so typical) Jewish im- 
migrant arrived in New York and went through a series of informational discombobulations as he registered his arrival, marriage 
and children’s births and attempted to record his household with the census taker. The problem was - that after this young man 
married as older widow and had a child, his father then immigrated, married his son’s stepdaughter and also fathered a child.

The Gemeente Archif contains 
over 3 miles of shelves dealing with the notarial records (business 
transactions) of the Amsterdam community. Also listed, indexed 
by names, is the publication of marriage banns from the late 1500’s 
onwards. The Germeente Archif charges SO Dutch Florins per hour 
(about $25.00 American) to do research. Their address is: Munici- 
pal Archives, Gemeentelijke Archiefdienst, Amsteldijk 67, 1074 
HZ Amsterdam, Netherlands.

New Meanings for 
Everyday Words..... 


Older records have many phrases 
that have different meanings to- 
day, than in Colonial times. A 
wife listed as domestic simply 
meant that she was “at home”. 

Senior and Junior in old records 
have other uses than father and 
son. If two men had the same 
name in one town, the older man 
was senior, the younger junior, 
even if they weren’t related. In 
the 1600’s, a man might name an 
older son “senior” and then a 
younger son “junior”. Alias 
means different things - none 
criminal. It usually meant illegi- 
timacy and the surname of the 
father was joined to the surname 
of the mother. A niece could be 
any female relative, usually a 
granddaughter. Nephew could 
be an illegitimate son, but usu- 
ally a grandson. A cousin, could 
be nephew or uncle. A brother 
could be an in-law, lodger or 
church brother - or, an adopted 
brother. A gentleman was often 
used for pensioner, one of inde- 
pendent income. A person listed 
as crazy could be ill, or in poor 
health - but not insane. An in- 
mate was used to designate a 
man who did not own real estate, 
not someone serving time in 
prison for a crime. Just when I 
thought I had my genealogy all 
figured out!

About mothers, the Cherokee Memorial Park, 
= the Cauthon family and FidoNet 


The Cobb County Genealogical 
Society, Inc. (PO Box 1413, 
Marietta, GA 30061-1413) has a 
fascinating article about con- 
cerning the mother of us all. The 
article says that she may no lon- 
ger be called Eve, but the provo- 
cative notion that our genes hold 
evidence of a mother of us all is 
growing more powerful. By this 
theory on the origins of modem 
Homo Sapiens, all 5.384 billion 
humans alive today can be traced 
to a woman who lived in Africa 
about 200,000 years ago. Re- 
porting in the Journal, Science, 
scientists at the University of Ca- 
lifornia at Berkeley present the 


results of an intensive analysis of 
telltale genetic sequences from 
189 people of diverse races. Us- 
ing statistical and computer 
analysis of the sequences to con- 
struct a genealogical tree of mod- 
erm humans, the scientists con- 
clude that the common ancestor 
of modem humans lived in Af- 
rica between 166,000 and 
249,000 years ago. (Cobb 
County Genealogical Society 
credits The Atlanta Journal- 
Constitution of 8 October 1991 
with this information.) 

Planners from local, state and 
_ federal agencies are trying to 


raise money for the proposed 
Meigs County Cherokee Memor- 
ial Park northeast of Chatta- 
nooga, TN. They want to build 
the park, including a unique ge- 
nealogical research library, along 
the trail the Cherokees traveled 
in 1839 after the government 
forced them out of Georgia, 
North Carolina and Tennessee. 

The research library would house 
existing genealogical records 
and copies of other records perti- 
nent to early Cherokee residents 
of southeast Tennessee. The 
proposed site is along Tennessee 
58 just north of the Hiawassee 
River, about 30 miles northwest 


of Chattanooga.

former Spanish colonies originated in Segovia. The “es 
added to a Spanish first name indicated “son of”a. In this cause, the 
son of Gonzalo: Gonzalvo comes from a Gerwan word meaning to 
combat with bare arms, that is, without weapons. 


The name rises to prominence as early as the mid 10th century. 
As on eof the first Visigath rulers, Count Fernan Gonzalez estab- 
lished the Kingdom of Castilla, as a country independent of Leon. 
Gonzalez was also:the name of a 12th century saint. The Latin and 
Spanish derived meaning is, son of the good Savior. 


Among early explorers, we find in 1518, a Diego Gonzalez with 
Juan Gonzales Ponce deLeon who entered Nueva Espana with Her- 
nan Cortes. Alonso Gonzalez de Portugal and Ruy Gonzalez joined 
in the Narvaez entrada of 1520. No indication that these men were 
related. All were married. 

Diego Gonzales married a Cuban native. Juan Gonzales married 
Francisca de Ordaz, one of the eight Spanish women who accom- 
panied the Cortes entrada. Alonso Gonzalez married Isabel de Bo- 
lanos and became a merchant in Mexico City. Ruy Gonzalez was 
an alcalde ordinario of Mexico City for 1533 and served as a regidor 
from 1534 to 1550. 

ANTONIO AURELIO GONZALEZ, a Corona, California resi- 
dent, traces his earliest roots to MARCOS GONZALEZ- 
HIDALGO, a colonizer born ca 1560, from Logrono,Spain. Mar- 
cos married Mariana Navarro ca 1585 in Saltillo, Coahuila, Mexico. 

A study of surnames found that by the year 1600, 65 men bearing 
the Gonzales name were living in the northeastern part of Nueva 
Aespana. 

MARCOS GONZALEZ-HIDALGO managed a hacienda and 
also had a cart train in Saltillo, Coahuila, Mexico. He had two sons, 
Marcos and Bernave. Bernave”s son, Bernave, founded the Ha- 
cienda de San Jose, today called Villa Juarez, within the jurisdiction 
of Cadereyta Jimenez, Nuevo Leon. ' 

Mr. Gonazles has been able to trace himself back to a Bernave 
Gonzalez-hidalgo married to Josepha de Trevino in Cadereyta Ji- 
minez, ca 1670. Since Bernave, the son of Marcos Gonzalez- 
Hidalgo, had many children and had settled in Cadereyta. Mr. Gon- 
zalez believes that it is from that Marcos that he descends. Al- 
though he has not been able to find the document yet to prove the 
connection to Marcos, Mr. Gonzales stated emphatically, “I will. 
Researching my ancestors is a never ending delight!” 

In doing his family history, Mr. Gonzales expressed great per- 
sonal insight. “I have developed strong feelings for my ancestors, a 
sense of belonging. Prior to this venture, I did not think of who I 
was. I have found my identity. I am very proud of my ancestors. 
They wrestled with and survived the frontier. I know it was their 
strong faith which strengthened them.” 

The gradual migration to California began in 1894 when Mr. 
Gonzalez’ Grandfather, Jose, first crossed into Texas for work. Re- 
turning in 1906 to Mexico, Grandfather Jose married Aurelia Gauna 
in Monterrey, moved to Nuevo Laredo, then to Austin, Texas. 
Grandfather Jose bought a ranch outside of Stockdale, Texas in 
1912, but died in 1918 during the influenza epidemic. Mr. Gon- 
zalez parents - Antonio Gonzalez and Francisca Frausto - married 
1931 in San Antonio, Texas, and moved to California in 1946, after 
the second World War. 

Family researcher, Antonio Aurelio Gonzalez, a barber, stated 
proudly, “My family traditions helped me raise my sons, Antonio 
and Zachary. Both obtained university degrees and are married.” 

. Mr. Gonzalez is married to Dina Castro, whose ancestors also came 
from Coahuila, Mexico. 

Family surnames on Mr.Gonzalez’s pedigree are: CANTU, VIL- 
LARREAL, MANTOLBO, DE LA FUENTES, FLORES, DE 
ABREGO, PEREZ, GARCIA, RODRIQUEZ.

Have you come across the term 
“processioning” in your re- 
search. The Lake Elsinore Ge- 
nealogical Society of Lake Elsi- 
nore, California gives a defini- 
tion of this term. 
“Processioning” was a procedure 
organized and governed by the 
Church Vestry in which men 
were appointed to walk specified 
boundary lines of their neigh- 
bor’s property. Boundaries in 
the 17th and 18th centuries were 
marked with perishable items 
such as a tree, a stake, a pile of 
rocks, etc., which necessitated 
frequent remarking. Procession- 
ing was done once a year in an 
attempt to settle any boundary 
disputes between neighbors be- 
fore the disputes became serious 
and were taken to court. It was 
often the occasion for a neigh- 
borhood party when the neigh- 
bors gathered, remarked their 
lines as necessary and spent the 
rest of the day and evening visit- 
ing and eating and drinking!

century. They provide a wealth 
of information about individual 
Swedes. You can find names and 
dates and places of birth and 
death, and you can find records 
of the movements of families as 
they grew and changed.

Genealogy and Family History Seminar 
at Brigham Young University, Provo, UT

It was a distinct privilege to experience the Seminar in Provo. I 
had read about them over the years and decic¢d that this was the 
year to attend. 

As is my travel policy, I arrived in Sait Lake City a few days in 
advance and was able to research the recent'y released Federal 1920 
Census in the Family History Library for my ancestral Wefels in In- 
diana and Ohio. .It was intriguing to find my parents living at a 

“strange” address in Cleveland Heights, Ohio, with just my Z 1/2 
year old eldest brother, Paul Stern Wefel. My second oldest 
brother, Walther John Wefel, Jr., and I were not bom yet! — 

Brigham Young University is a marve'ous place to hold a genea- 
logical seminar. Attendees, both married, single, male and female, 
can stay in the modern Deseret Tower (seven stories tall) complex. 
My requested high floor corner, single room on the sixth floor pro- 
vided a grand panorama day and street-lit night of the green tree- 
lined campus and the rugged grey mountains nearby. Of course, 
student-style, the bathroom facilities were “down the hall”. Fun! 

The three day Seminar covered all types of genealogical research 
subjects, from “Deciphering German Script”, to “The Treasures of 
the Family History Library” and many more. All were taught by 
either BYU professors or knowledgeable genealogists. The Confer- 
ence Center and the cafeteria were just a few steps away from the 
Deseret Tower, allowing brier short rests for us “oldies”. But, mind 
you, the seminars were fast paced and very well organized. 

On the day before the seminar began, there were given extra-cost 
hands on computer classes in beginning and intermediate PAF. I 
gook the intermediate course and learned many previously mis- 
understood PAF techniques. Also, advanced PAF classes were gi- 
ven to large numbers via computer images projected on a movie 
screen. On the day after the seminar closed, I attended the advanced 
class. One of the recommendations that I and others gave for next 
year was that more PAF classes be given and more hands-on BYU 
computers be made available - as some attendees did not apply early 
enough for the limited PAF computer classes. 

The advanced class was ably taught by Joan Lowery of La Jolla, 
California. She conducted the lecture using computer images pro- 
jected on screen to two capacity audiences. The questions asked 
showed that some PAF users are very expert from having used PAF 
from the first version. Joan Lowery is an extraordinarily know- 
ledgeable genealogical researcher and a very skilled user of PAF 
and the many PAF compatible programs now available. Her newest 
version (1991) of “Personal Ancestral File 2.2 Users Guide” is a 
must purchase for any serious PAF user. I have just received my 
own update copy.

property. A will is executed when it has been reduced to a writing that 
complies with requirements established by a state. A person working on 
family history or genealogy is indeed fortunate to find a will of an ances- 
tor. In order to work with wills, there is a certain amount of background 
knowledge which a person needs to know. 

A person who makes a will is called a testator provided he is a male. If 
the person who dies and has a will is a female, she is called a testatrix. 
When a person dies, if he has a will he dies testate. When a person dis- 
poses of real property in his will, he is called a divisor. If a person leaves 
personal property to someone in his will, he has made a legacy. Many ask 
how this came about. In order to trace the history of the will in the United 
States and Georgia, you must go back to England. 

In 1300, English society began.a specific chain of authority. When a 
man died, his property did not pass by will, it passed according to the rule 
of primogeniture. This means that upon the death of a man his real prop-

Charles Lynch Never Hanged Anybody 


Yvonne Price of 454 Roxbury 
Drive, Riverdale, GA 30274 - 
sent along an article concerning 
the term “Lynching”. 

Seems that Charles Lynch was 
a Virginia Quaker who never 
sentenced anyone to death. He 
was, however, unlucky enough 
to have his name associated with 
one of the most unsavory tradi- 
tions in the history of American 
justice. 

Lynching has been connected 
by some historians to the Euro- 
‘pean practice of holding secret 
tribunals and carrying out mob 
justice - a not uncommon prac- 
tice at the time of America’s set- 
tlement. The original Lynch’s 
Law was much tamer than the 
gruesome that was to plague 


America through the 19th and 
early 20th centuries. 

Lynch was born 1736 in Bed- 
ford Co., VA, the son of an Irish 
indentured servant who eventu- 
ally became a fairly substantial 
planter in that area. Now, the 
area is known as Lynchburg, VA 
- named from Charles Lynch’s 
older brother. 

Charles Lynch was elected to 
the House of Burgesses in colo- 
nial Virginia and was part of the 
convention that sent delegates to 
the Continental Congress. He 
became a colonel in the militia in 
1778 and was appointed presid- 
ing justice of a wartime court set 
up to punish thieves stealing 
horses for the British. Usually, 


the punishment was for a culprit 


to be flogged until he shouted 


“Liberty forever!” 

When the war was over, To- 
ries who had lost property be- 
cause of Lynch’s actions 
threatened to sue. Lynch pre- 
sented the case to the Virginia 
Legislature, which passed a law 
exonerating Lynch and his fel- 
low justices and exempting them 
from liability. That was the orig- 
inal “Lynch’s Law”, 

Charles Lynch died at age 60 
on October 29, 1796, but “Judge 
Lynch” lived on to became a part 
of our history.

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Looking for Our Roots 


No matter where you live or what oral history has been passed 
down, if your roots go back 200 plus years in the United States, you 
very likely will come across Spanish names on your pedigree. May- 
flower descendants, Daughters of the American Revolution, early 
Jewish families, Native Americans, Chinese and almost every other 
ethnic researcher will find assimilated into their families - Spanish 
lines. 

Organizations, public and private projects are meeting the grow- 
ing interest in Hispanic research. 

The National Park Service is recreating the Anza Trail, a 1200 
mile route made by Spanish colonists, out of Horcasitas, Mexico 
(then Nueva Espana) in 177501776. The route taken was, up from 
Nogales, Mexico, to Tubac and then Tucson, Arizona, entering into 
California through El Centro. The 240 colonists and 40 soldiers 
then traveled. through Pasadena, continuing to San Francisco. 
Strong genealogical ties can be found existing between families of 
Horcasitas, Mexico, Tubac, Arizona and the founding fathers of San 
Francisco. Numerous genealogical and historical societies in Cali- 
fornia are actively involved in the project. 

Another project crossing boundaries is the Durango Microfilm- 
ing The Archdiocese of Durango, Mexico has given permission to 
the Rio Grande Historical Collections to microfilm the historical re- 
cords in their custody. It consists of avout 1,120,000 pages with re- 
cords from as early as 1606. The diocese included todays New 
Mexico, Arizona and parts of Texas and Colorado. However, col- 
onization of the entire southwest historical data concerning Califor- 
nia, Louisiana and northern Mexico can also be found among these 
records. 

Information from the Durango Project is still a few years away. 
However, already available is extraction done by the Spanish 
American Genealogical Association (SAGA), out of Corpus 
Christi, TX. ; 

Ten years ago, SAGA commenced a project to transcribe and in- 
dex the available marriage, birth and death records of the early 
towns which settled around the Rio Grande area in Texas. Many 
southwest researchers will find their Spanish roots back to these 
early families and ultimately back to Mexico. 

SAGA’s effort, until recently, was only available through the 
purchase of their published books. Now, through a computer merg- 


- ing of files, SAGA is offering a service, for a nominal fee, of print- 


outs on specific surnames. Requests can be by surname and town - 
or, just by surname. 7 

Dates vary for each town, but scan periods - between 1710-1925. 
The towns included are: Aqua Leguas, Camargo, Cerralvo, Cade- 
reyta, Guerrero, Matamoros and Mier. Prior to orderi \g, you may 
request to know how many pages your search will comprise.

Have we Armstrongs 
a Clan Chief 
or Chieftain? 


by DeWitt Armstrong 


No, the Armstrongs have neither a 
Clan Chief nor a Chieftain. 

Our last Chief was Archibald, tenth 
Laird of Mangerton. He was executed in 1610 
during the Border Clearances that were so 
-murderously directed by James VI and I. 
|Hie son, another Archibald, who was called 
\the eleventh laird in at least one state 
document, is thought to have disappeared 
|into England. But no one has yet found any 
‘record of his fate, let alone of any 
descendants. Although much effort has been 


. put into the search for this missing 


Archibald, no trace has been found. 

Each of the Ten Armstrong Chiefs had 
been Laird of Mangerton (rhymes with 
"danger-tun"). From the Mangerton line 
more than a few Armstrongs of today can 
‘demonstrate descent. Sometimes this is 
(through the great John of Gilnockie, son of 
Alexander the sixth Chief, and brother of 
Thomas the seventh Chief. Other houses had 
‘branched earlier from the Mangerton line, 
and some among us can show descent from 
these Whithaugh, Ailmure, or Chinglis 
lines. 

But descent from the last Archibald 
seem most unlikely to be proved to the 
satisfaction of Lord Lyon King of Arms. It is 
he who oversees in Scotland the matter of 
Chiefs of Clan and of Chieftains, too. The 
term Chieftain is sometimes applied to a 
subordinate leader within a Chief's clan. 
Where no Chief exists, however, there are no 
Chieftains,and such is our case.

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The “Highland Heritage Quaich” 


The word “quaich” is derived from the Gaelic “cuach” which 
means shallow cup. It became a favourite drinking cup throughout 
Scotland, originating in the Western Highlands centuries ago. Cer- 
tain sizes became reputed measures and one of these was generally 
used when offering the cup of welcome to the visitor and serving the 
farewell or parting cup. 

Although the primitive wood form was superseded by horn and 
then silver, its simple shape, with its two handles or “ears”, collo- 
quially known as “lugs” has remained unchanged. The pattern on 
the “lugs” is from an original Celtic design. The “quaich” is known 
as “Scotland’s Cup of Friendship”. It is this hallmark silver quaich 
which will be presented to Brit Hume and Ruth Bell Graham & 
Billy Graham by the Scottish Highlands Society on February 13, 
1993 in Moultrie, Georgia. ,

an Indian Princess, a love story anda legend 


General Thomas S. Woodward, a former Brigadier General in the 
US Army and a veteran of Indian campaigns came to Bon Dieu 
Falls and purchased a block of land which he called “Creola Bluff”. 
Legend says he named the land after-Creola - a Cherokee princess. 

Although General Woodward wished to marry Creola, her father 
forbade it. Later, she did marry a Methodist missionary, Reverend 
Montgomery Rogers. Rogers had come from Alabama and had 
served with General Sam Houston at San Jacinto. 

Creola named her first son Montgomery Woodward Rogers. 
Woodward, upon hearing of the son, incorporated Creola Bluff into 
a village and named it Montgomery - in honor of his lost love and 
her son. 

Later, General Montgomery married a charming Anglo-Saxon 
lady (Elizabeth Dill?), but because it was not a marriage of love, it 
ended unhappily. 

Creola died not too long afterwards. 

A legend, handed down through the years says that each New 
Year’s Eve, General Woodward would have his trusted servant, Old 
Tom, saddle the Generals big white horse. Woodward would ride to 
the Bluff where he took a stand on the highest point. At midnight, 
the drums of the Cherokees would sound up the valley, heralding 
the approach of Creola and her warriors. The General would take 
her into his arms and then they would walk over the sand bar in the © 
river, renewing their vows of love. After an hour, they would go 
their separate ways. 

These meetings continued as long as the general lived - according 
to the legend. 

Upon his death bed, the General ordered Old Tom to dress him in 
his uniform and saddle the white horse. After his death, he mounted 
the horse, rode to the Bluff and met Creola. They went aboard a 
boat on the sand bar, never to be separated again. 

Woodward’s mortal remains were buried in a brick vault in the 
pine forest.

In the Netherlands, Civil Registration records are indexed in ten year increments except for the first two 


years, 1811-1812, which are usually separate. The increments go as follows: 1813-1822, 1823-1832, 
1833-1842, etc. The indexes generally list births, marriages and the deaths for one ten year period - 
then, proceed to list the births, marriages and then deaths for the next ten year period. Headings at the 
top of the page should tell you which category you are in. Experience has proven that many indexes do _ 
not have headings on each page, so, you should be careful to assure you are in the right indexes. The 
listing for births is easy because it is on the first page of the index. The marriage indexes and death in- 
dexes may start in the middle of the page, so go slowly in panning your microfilm when you get to the 
end of the alphabet.

Alsace-Lorraine was German, 
territory until the end of the 
Thirty Years War in 1648. Al- 
sace then became French - as did 
Lorraine in 1766. When the 
modern state of Germany was 
created in 1871, Alsace-Lorraine 
became German once again and 
remained so until the end of 
World War I in 1919. Since that 
time it has been part of France. 
When tracing genealogy in this 
area, check your time period to, 
avoid confusion.

Searching for Indigenous Roots 


The Society of Hispanic Historical and Ancestral Research 
(SHHAR) of Southern California will explore Native American 
heritage on January 23, 1993. 

“Just as Spanish blood mixed with other European blood, so it 
mixed with the indigenous people of this continent. Colonizing sol- 
diers were encouraged to marry natives,” stated Ed Barraza, Assis- 
tant Director of SHHAR. Mr. Barraza, born in Arizona, traces sev- 
eral lines to the indigenous people of Sonora, Mexico. Linda Mar- 
tinez Wangerin, SHHAR Secretary, has found both Comanche and 
Apache lines through a New Mexico grandmother. “Most people of 
the southwest with Spanish surnames, are going to find both Indian 
lines and Mexican lines,” stated Mrs. Wangerlin. “Many of our 
ancestors settled what is now called Mexico, but, we must remem- 
ber that most of the land west of the Mississippi was once all part of 
Spain’s empire.” 

Daniel M. Bartosz, of the Iroquois lineage, will deliver the keyn- 
ote address, “Exploring Indigenous Roots in the United States.” 
Mr. Bartosz, a family history researcher of 18 years, has a broad his- 
torical overview of Native American research. He has presented at 
various genealogical seminars, taught, and is currently involved 
with the Native American People’s Historical Foundation. The 
Foundation’s purpose is the preservation of the historical and cul- 
tural heritage of all Native Americans. 

Following Mr. Bartosz’s address, the participants will attend dis- 
cussion workshops exploring indigenous natives in the geographic 
areas of their interest. A Beginners Class will also be offered. Par- 
ticipants can view displays of family pedigrees showing Native 
American lines and Native American crafts. Refreshments will be 
served.

The 78th Highland Regiment was raised in 1757. It was also 
known as the 63rd Highland Regiment of foot, or the 2nd Highland 
Battalion of Foot. The Lieutenant Colonel Commandant was Si- 
mon Fraser, Master of Lovat. His commission is dated 5 January

The Regiment also sailed from Cork, Ireland, and arrived in Ha- 
lifax, Nova Scotia on August 23rd. From there, it went to New 
York and then on to Connecticut, where it went into winter quar-

ters. While there, they trained with American Rangers and prac- 47=% 


ticed military drill and discipline. 

On April 20th, 1758, they were again bound for Halifax for the 
campaign against Louisbourg, Cape Breton Island. Brigadier 
General Wolfe was so impressed with Fraser’s that he wrote, “The 
Highlanders are very useful serviceable soldiers and commanded 
by the most manly corps of officers I ever saw.” It was alongside 
this great British General that the Regiment made its assault on 
June 8th at Dormorandiere Cove. 

Once onshore, along with Rangers, light infantry and grena- 


diers, Fraser’s Highlanders drove the defenders from their batte- ‘ S 
ries and entrenchments with their broadswords. They performed ‘ 


so well during the siege that General Wolfe wrote, “The Highlan- *x, = = rs 
ders have behaved with distinction.” The fortress fell on July 26th «GsSvigz>-* 


and on August 27th the Highlanders were sailing for Boston. ,They 
then marched to Albany where they were dispatched along the 
Mohawk River, from Schenectady to Fort Stanwix, for winter 
encampment. 

Once again, on May 8th, 1759, Fraser’s were sailing for Louis- 
bourg to attack Quebec. By June 4th they were on their way to 
Quebec and another distinguished battle record. 

Fraser’s and the Louisbourg Grenadiers and the Royal Ameri- 
cans (60th), made an attack against the French redoubts at Mont- 
gomery Falls. The attack failed, but Wolfe’s criticism was com- 
plimentary to the 78th. They 78th deceived French Sentries as the 
army traveled the St. Lawrence and up the descent of the Anse au 
Foulon. On the bloody Plains of Abraham, Sept. 13th, Fraser’s 
met two French regiments. The British fired a volley into the 
French line, the Scots abandoned their muskets and charged with 
‘swords and dirks and chased the enemy back to the city walls. 
Fraser’s casualties were the heaviest of the battle. In 1760, they 
again fought at Quebec, and in 1761 at St. Johns, Newfoundland, 
along with some of Montgomery’s Highlanders. In 1763, they 
were disbanded in the same manner as Montgomery’s 
Highlanders. , 

When preparations were being made in Montreal for Expo ‘67, 
the Montreal Military and Maritime Museum revived two historic 
Regiments - La Campagnie Franch de la Marine and the 78th 
Fraser Highlanders. The ranks were initially filled with college 
students and the two corps paraded daily at the Old Fort, St. Helens

Island, Montreal. This exhibition of living history was watched by 
tens of thousands of visitors and became so popular that it has been 
continued every summer since. 

By the mid 1970’s, it became obvious to the Colonel Comman- 
dant of the Regiment, Col. J. Ralph Harper, OBE, OSU, KLJ, TD, 
FRSA, FSA (Scot) and the Commander of Outposts, Lt. Col. J. 
Ross Obome, UE, KLJ, FSWM, FSA (Scot), that the growth of the 
Regiment could not be denied. 

Consequently, the Regiment re-instituted the 18th century tradi- 
tion of allowing commissions to be purchased by suitable and in- 
terested candidates. Accordingly, in 1976, the first twelve officers 
of the Outposts were commissioned. 

By late 1977, all the commissions available (equal to the officer 
establishment of the Regiment in 1758) had been purchased by 
gentlemen from all parts of the world, including the United States. 

Over one hundred notable gentlemen are now posted to Fort 
Outaouais (Ottawa), Fort York (Toronto & S. Ontario), Fort Cal- 
gary (Alberta and Manitoba), Fort Langley-Pacific (British Col- 
umbia), Fort Capistrano (California), Fort Dearborn (Michigan) 
and the newest, Fort New Inverness (Georgia and the Southeast). 
Other outposts operate in Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and Prince 
Edward Island. 

Members of the 78th Fraser Highlanders, Fort New Inverness 
Garrison, will be in Moultrie February 13 & 14th - appearing in 
our Tartan Parade, serving as Honor Guard and performing the 
Ceremony of the Haggis at the Frances Ellis Baird Ceilidh as well 
as appearing at the Kirkin’ o’ the Tartan.

Items for Collection 


The Royal United Services 
Museum in Edinburgh Castle 
has acquired a Knight’s collar 
of the Order of the Thistle with 
its’ companion St. Andrew 
Jewel at an auction held by 
Southeby’s in London. The 
Museum paid almost 
86,000pounds, which at to- 
day’s exchange rate is some- 
what over $131,500. 

The insignia of the Order of 
the Thistle is rarely seen at 
public auction since they are 
normally returned to the Sove- 
reign upon the death of the hol- 
der. There is some historical 
dispute as to the precise origi- 
nal date of the Order’s founda- 
tion, but James II of Scotland 
did create an order of knight- 
hood in the 1450’s, though an 
earlier order very well may 
have existed. The Order fell 
into abeyance at the exile of 
James VII and II and was re- 
vived by Queen Anne in 1703. 

In 1867, the Order consisted 
of the Monarch and eight 
knights. Queen Anne in- 
creased the number of knights 
to twelve and the number was 
again increased to the current 
number of sixteen in 1827. In 
order of British precedence, 
Knights of the Thistle are 
ranked second behind Knights 
of the Order of the Garter. 

While the number of modern 
knights has remained at six- 
teen, the Queen Mother was 
made Lady of the Thistle in 
1937 and both the Duke of 
Edinburgh and the Prince of 
Wales have been created Royal 
Knights of the Thistle. The 
Thistle Chapel is in St. Giles 
Cathedral, Edinburgh, and the 
current Dean of the Thistle is 
the Rev’d Gilleasbuig Macmil- 
lan, Minister of St. Giles.

In 1845, Absalom Baker, according to the deed, bought land lot 304 in the Ninth Land District 
from Wright Flowers containing 490 Acres for $80.00. This land is easy to find on a land lot map 
of the Ninth District which was certified by Glenn in 1822. The land is easy to locate because the 
lottery land was distributed in equal amounts of 490 acres each. 

Another way to find out about land is to use soil survey maps. These reports are issued by the 
Soil Conservation Service and its predecessors, the Bureau of Soils, the Chemistry and Engineer- 
ing, and the Bureau of Plant Industry, Soils and Agricultural Engineering of the Department of 
Agriculture. The maps represent complete counties. Many show parts of several counties, and la- 
ter surveys have many map sheets for one county. These maps were first issued in 1899. They 
show soil types. Until 1922, the volumes showed reports on a number of counties. These maps 
can be secured from the Soil Conservation Office, or they may be ordered from the Government 
Printing Office. 

For land distributed by a lottery or headright distribution, the soil survey maps can be used. The 
ancestor may have owned the land in the 1700’s or 1800’s, but the maps are still important to use. 
A person must be familiar with the location of the land. In the Ninth District, Land Lot 304, the 
soil survey map shows the land types. Tifton loamy sand, 2 to 5 percent slopes (TgB), Alapaha 
soils (Ai) and Irvington loamy sand (Ij) were the main types of soil for the lot of land. 

The Tifton loamy sand is nearly all where it can be cultivated. Usually these areas are 80 to 90 
acres in size. It can also be used for pasture and pines. 

The Alapaha soils are in low, flat areas, especially areas adjacent to small streams. During a wet 
season, these areas are often flooded. This land is not suitable for cultivation. It can be used for 
pasture and trees. 

The Irvington loamy sand is moderately well drained soil on uplands. A moderate acreage can 
be cultivated. It often needs drainage for crops. 

What does this tell me? It tells that on this land there could have been a dwelling, because some 


- of the land was high enough for a dwelling. Crops could be grown, livestock could have been 


raised. Pine trees could also have been in the area. There could be small streams in the area. If 
this were an area in which I was not familiar, these facts could help me arrive at some oes ions 


about my family.

Family Tree Topper: Humility is an elusive thing - when you think you have it, you've lost it. 


Rodriguez/Rodrigues 


_ As with other patronymics, Rodriguez means the son of Rod- 
rigo. Rodrigo itself is a very ancient surname from the areas of 
Aragon, Huesca, Zaragoza and Navarra, Spain. Originally, it may 
have been derived from the German Roderic. Its English equiva- 
lent is Rudolph. 

Rodriguez is the most common surname in the United States 
and the seventh-most common in Spain. The Portuguese version 
is spelled with an ‘s’ at the end. Since it has always been a com- 
mon surname, many of the early explorers of the America’s car- 
ried it. 

One of the more famous ones was Juan Rodriguez Bermejo, bet- 
ter known as Rodrigo De Triana. He was a seaman aboard the 
“Pinta” in Columbus’ small fleet. He was the one who first sighted 
land on the 12th of October 1492. 

Gonzalo Rodriguez de la Magdalena, who was from Seville, 
Spain, was in Cuba by 11519. The following year he joined Pan- 
filo de Narvaez in his expedition. Gonzalo Rodriguez later be- 


came an “encomendero” in the area of Puebla, Mexico. A coat of | 


arms was granted to him in 1538. 

Another early explorer was Pedro Rodriguez de Escobar. He 
was from Valladolid, Spain, and by 1517, was in Cuba. In 1519 he 
became a member of Hernan Cortes’ expedition to Mexico. He 
was a resident of Guatemala even though he had received an “en- 
comienda” in Mexico from Cortes. 

Peter E. Carr, a resident of Highland, California, traces his ear- 
liest Rodriguez ancestor to Juan Rodriguez born ca 1775 in the 
Canary Islands. His granddaughter, Maria Dolores Rodriguez 
Gonzalez married Francisco Rodriguez Rodriguez on the ninth of 
December 1852 in Moya on the island of Gran Canaria. - 

On the 6th of March 1868, their daughter, Maria Dolores Rodri- 
guez Rodriguez, was born. She emigrated to La Habana, Cuba 
sometimes about 1888 with two of her sisters. She gave birth to 
Debora, Mr. Carr’s grandmother. 

After the Cuban Revolution of 1959, Mr. Carr and his younger 
sister, Carmen, immigrated to the United States as part of a larger 
exodus of children which became known as the “Peter Pan Opera- 
tion”. Their escape became necessary when the Cuban regime be- 
gan sending Cuban children to Eastern Europe and Russia for in- 
doctrination in Communism. 

For a year and a half, both children lived in an orphanage in Sa- 
ginaw, Michigan, until their mother was finally able to leave Cuba. 
Two and a half years later, their father finally joined them. As Mr. 
Carr says, “Only recently have I felt the full emotional impact of 
the exodus.” 

Though historically nondescript, Mr. Carr is very proud of his 
Rodriquez ancestry and in 1990 visited the town of Moya which is 
perched on one of many volcanic peaks present on Gran Canaria.

seas trip in 1993, now is the 
time to begin the process of 


securing a passport. 

You must: complete the 
passport application form; have 
a certified birth certificate or 
alternate document agreeable 
to the passport office (ask for 
more details); a driver’s license 
in effect more than six months, 
previous passport or certificate 
of naturalization or citizenship; 
two 2 inch by 2 inch photo- 
graphs. In addition, first time 


applicants must submit appli- 
cations in person. The fee for 
those 18 or older is $65.00. 

Passports are valid for 12 
years. 


Passports issued within the 
last 12 years may be renewed 
by mail for a $55 fee and ac- 
companied by a completed re- 
newal application form.

Looking for Our Roots 


No matter where you live or what oral history has been passed 
down; if your roots go back 200 plus years in the United States, 
you very likely will come across Spanish names on your pedigree. 
Mayflower descendants, Daughters of the American Revolution, 
early Jewish families, Native Americans, Chinese and almost ev- 
ery other ethnic researcher will find assimilated into their families 
- Spanish lines. : 

Organizations, public and private projects are meeting the grow- 
ing interest in Hispanic research. 

The National Park Service in recreating the Anza Trail, a 1,200 
mile route made by Spanish Colonists out of Horcasitas, Mexico 
(then Nueva Espana) in 1775-1776. The route taken was, up from 
Nogales, Mexico, to Tubac and then to Tucson, Arizona, entering 
into California through El Centro. The 240 colonists and 40 sol- 
diers then traveled through Pasadena, continuing to San Francisco. 
Strong genealogical ties can be found existing between families of 
Horcasitas, Mexico, Tubac, Arizona, and the founding father of 
San Francisco. Numerous genealogical and historical societies in 
California are actively involved in the project. 

Another project crossing boundaries is microfilming of the His- 
torical Archives of the Archives of Durango, Mexico. Comment- 
ing on the project, Dr. Rick Hendricks of the New Mexico State 
University Center for Anthropological Research, said, “It’s impos- 
sible to overestimate the importance of this collection...remaining 
gaps in the colonial history (of the Spanish Borderlands).” 

The diocese included today’s New Mexico, Arizona and parts of 
Texas and Colorado. However, because of the part which the Rio 
Grande played in the colonization of the entire southwest, histori- - 
cal data concerning California, Louisiana and northern Mexico can 
also be found among these records. 

Cost of the project has been estimated at as much as $4,000,000 
- including extensive indexing. To date, almost $85,000 has been 
committed to the project and additional money is being sought 
through private contributions. 

The Durango Project is still a few years away. However, al- 
ready available on the Borderlands is extraction done by the Span- 
ish American Genealogical Association (SAGA) out of Corpus 
Christi. 

Ten years ago, SAGA commenced a project to transcribe and 
index the available marriage, birth and death records of the early 
towns which settled around the Rio Grande area in Texas. Many 
southwest researcher will find their Spanish roots back to these 
early families and ultimately back to Mexico. 

SAGA’s effort, until recently, was only available through the 
purchase of their published books. Now, through a computer 
merging of files, SAGA is offering a service. for a nominal fee, of 
printouts on specific surnames. Requests can be by surname and 
town or just by sumame. 

Dates vary for each town, but scan periods - between 
1710-1925. The towns included are: Aqua Leguas, Camargo, Cer- 
ralvo, Cadereyta, Guerrero, Matamoros and Mier. Prior to order- 
ing you may request to know how many pages your search will 
comprise. Costs: 1-2 pages, $5.00 per page; 3-5 pages, $4.00 per 
page; 5-10 pages, $3.00 per page; 10 pages and more, $2.00 per 

age.

Another capacity audience Joan Lowery evening lecture was the 
one presented on “Other Software Available for Use with the Per- 
sonal Ancestral File”. She screen-demonstrated over 40 PAF- 
compatible shareware and commercial programs that will amplify 
and broaden the types of charts and reports available utilizing the 
genealogical data stored within your PAF computer program. 

Highlights of the seminar were the noontime and evening talks 
given by special speakers from the Salt Lake City Family History 
Library and Headquarters. One inspiring speaker was Elder J. Ri- 
chard Clarke, from the Presidency of the Seventy, LDS, Salt Lake 
City. 

His talk was a broad and informative coverage of the many 
Church genealogical activities worldwide. For example, he cov- 
ered the movement of 52 cameras into the newly-formed Com- 
monwealths of the former Soviet Union to photograph the 200 Re- 
gional Archives now open there.

An intriguing report by Elder Clarke concerned the introduction 
of genealogy teaching teams into the Utah State Penitentiary. 
From an initial group of 8 - 12 inmates, the interest growth has led ~ 
to the formation of a second genealogical group; now numbering 
over 200. Such work has lead to reuniting of broken families and 
to the redirection of many hardened criminals, said Elder Clarke.

The memories of a Newcastle 
man will be stirred today, the 
70th anniversary of the Wet Re- 
view at Edinburgh, when in a tor- 
rential downpour many Volun- 
teers fell exhausted and others 
died from pneumonia as a result 
of their drenching. 

He is 89 year old Mr. William 
G. Anderson, of Holly Avenue, 
Jesmond, who will remember 
standing ankle deep in muddy 
water. While many of the 46,000 
Volunteers fainted and fell he re- | 
mained rigidly at attention with 
the rest of the stronger soldiers. 

He is almost certainly the last 
living Newcastle man who was 
on parade for this famous review. 

Aberdeen-born Willie was 
then a 20 year old sergeant of the 
Gordon Highlanders. 

“T am proud I was one of those 
who remained at attention,” he 
told a Journal reporter last night. 
“But, I owe the achievement to a 
kilted laddie from Inverness in 
the rank immediately behind me. 

He gave me a slice of lemon, 
and it was that which sustained 
me. Of course, the laddies in 
kilts were better off than us, for 
the cold and damp crept up our 
trouser legs.” 


In a proud place over the 
lounge mantel shelf in a Fern Av- 
enue Jesmond house, is a relic of 
the Review. It is the sword of 
another Newcastle man who took 
part - Capt. W. Clay - who died 
over 40 years ago.

One of the updates to the GIE program is the capability to include extemal notes ina GEDOM file. This feature adds the ability to _ 


move a word processor file into the internal notes file. 

_ You can now prepare a long document using your word processor with all it’s capacity for formatting and spell checking, then 
move the document into the notes file in final format. Since the text editor in PAF is so limited, this is very helpful for adding wills, 
biographies, stories, extracts of land records, etc. 

The process is straight forward with one minor complication. The GIE program does not have the capability built in for a temporary 
configuration change as Family Records does. You must use the CONFIG program to make a change in the configuration of GIE. 
When you do this, you should change only the configuration of GIE. Leave the configuration of all other programs the same by an- 
swering “N” when asked if you want to update them. © 

In order to prevent some unwanted word wrap problems, the document should be formatted so that there are no more than 80 char- 
acters per line. You must select a font that makes this limitation. You will be saving the document as an ASCII or DOS text file. 
(Your word processor may use a slightly different description.) If your word processor includes the left margin as part of the text file, 

- you must set the left margin to zero - or, as close as you can get. But then, you may want this indentation. 

Experiment by saving the document and using the DOS print command to print it. Most new word processors will not include the 
left margin in the ASCII file. 

The procedure is: 

1. Save the document in DOS text or ASCII format into the directory containing your PAF data files. 

This is probably C:pafdata. Write down the name of the file. 

2. Start FR and edit the individual to whom you plan to add the file to as a note file. Enter the name of 

the file in the I.D. number field and leave FR. 

3. Go to the PAF directory and start CONFIG. On the second page of the configuration screen, the 

third line is: (Use separate files for notes rather than usual notes file? (Y/N):) Change it from N to 4}.

The sundial 
will rest on a concrete pad topped by a slab of Virginia greenstone 
from the former facade of the Moultrie Observer, The greenstone 
was a part of the local newspaper building for almost a century. 

Each person contributing in any way to the Historic Grove pro- 
ject will be invited to submit one sheet of paper for a time capsule 
to be hidden in the cast iron base of the sundial. 

The City of Moultrie hopes to have the old-fashioned picket 
fence completely surrounding the new park by the time of the 
Dedication. 

Boyce Smith, manager of Moultrie’s Wal-Mart has donated 
Lady Banksia roses for the fence - which will be planted at the 
proper time. 

The park has been designed by landscape 
designer Robert Tucker of Moultrie. Rick 
Gehle, City Recreation Department Head, 
has designed the picket fence and arranged 
for watering of the little trees. 

Invitations will be mailed to all those 
who have contributed to the Grove and 
park, along with an invitation to prepare a 
portion of a time capsule to be placed in the 
base of the sundial contributed by the Na- 
tional Society of Colonial Dames, Town 
Committee of the Moultrie Chapter.

OHIO 1835 TAX DUPLICATE 
Compiled by Gerald M. Petty 
An excellent source of genealogical information. Over 190,000 names, about 6,000 cross 
references including every person listed in the Ohio 1835 tax duplicate --- many of whom paid 
Chattel Tax as well as all who paid Property Tax. Those who paid Chattel Tax were people who 
owned a horse or cow and might otherwise be omitted from such a tax duplicate. A very complete 
source of information, containing counties, townships, villages, incorporations, towns, etc. 
Invaluable to the genealogical researcher. 
Index of the Ohio 1825 Tax Duplicate 
Gerald M. Petty Compiler 
All names in the tax duplicate are indexed, including taxpayers, delinquent taxpayers, some 
original proprietors, etc. The index gives the county, page and a coded description of the 
information in the original. Tables give the dates of organizations of the counties, the pertinenet 
microfilm numbers and a finder for names where the original and microfilm lack page numbers. 
There are about 90,000 name - page entries, and about 3,000 cross references. 
Ohio 1810 Tax Duplicate 
Gerald M. Petty, Compiler 
Arranged in a statewide alphabetical list of names of taxpayers, with an index of names of 
original entries. This is nearly complete reproduction of the data in the original manuscripts. 
The name of the taxpayer, land area, and tax are given. Usually the range, townships, and 
section, or the Virginia Military District entry number, orother land grant lot number are given; 
these usually locate the land within 1 mile. The political township and the name of the original 
entry are often given - many taxpayers were also original entries. Outline maps compare Ohio in 
1810 to Ohio today.

The index contains about 95,000 names and 2,000 surname cross references.

I’m sorry I missed the deadline for the last issue - Beth (a sweet 
soul whom I’m really looking forward to meeting) did call and re- 
mind me - but, I was just unable to make it. So, for this issue, I will 
give you two shortened articles. 

November, 1992 (referring to column in the October/November 
Family Tree): The guide for self-determination of whether you 
can do your own copy/restoration was basically to tell you that un- 
less you have all the equipment and the artistic talent, take your old 
photographs to a professional. 

However, if you think you have all the needed equipment (or 
can Amer-I-Can engineer - what you need) to copy your old prints, 
the rest of this section is for you! 

One: Gather the following equipment: 1) a yellow filter (not ab- 
solutely necessary, but it does make a difference in copying old 
black and whites); 2) two bright spot lights with reflectors (out- 
door flood lights work well) - or, pick the early morning or late 
evening of a sunny day; 3) some white cheese cloth to put over the 
reflectors of the lights, and some clothespins to held them there; 4) 
your camera; 5) your tripod; 6) your magnification lenses; 7) black 
mat board (any size larger than the largest thing you want to copy) 
and photographic tape (the kind that leaves no residue).

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Two: Buy aroll of black and white film (Kodak makes PIX, Tri- 
X and T Max, Ilford has a 400 speed). Do not buy anything higher 
than a 400 speed, or you will get unacceptable grain. In fact, try to 
stay in the 100-126 ASA film range. NEVER COPY OLD 
PHOTOS IN COLOR - EVEN IF THEY ARE IN COLOR. THE 
COLOR WILL FADE, BLACK AND WHITE WILL NOT. 

Three: Choose 6 or 8 old photographs that you want to work 
with. 

Four: Tape the mat board to a wall and position the covered 
lights at angles so that their combined light meets, without shadow 
or glare, where you will be putting the photographs. Fix your tri- 
pod and place all filters on a table nearby. 

Five: Gently place several pieces of doubled up art tape on the 
back of the first old photo and put it on the board. Move in with 
the camera until the entire print is in fine focus and there is only 
about one inch of excess mat showing. This is where your mag- 
nifying lenses come in. (Hints: Don’t crop in too close, unless you 
are doing your own printing, because all photographic printers will 
crop, and could crop something you don’t want missing. Also, 
don’t have an itsy-bitsy picture with a wide amount of mat. If this 
is the best you can do because you don’t have the close-up lenses 
either buy them, or go to a pro, your copied prints will not be of the 
quality you will want to pass on to future generations. The yellow 
filter is to be used for prints that have lost a great deal of image, 
and are badly faded. The filter takes out excess light and allows 
the image to be darker. 

Six: Meter the light to see where your F-Stop should be. Set this 
on your camera. Focus, then shoot the picture. 


Check your lighting, camera 
angle and focus, then re shoot. 
Make sure you are exactly in 
front of the picture, the picture 
is level and not slanted, and re 
shoot. If you don’t have a me- 
ter, start shooting at your 
middle F-Stop and then change _ 
your F-Stops by two stops, 
both up and down, taking one 
shot at each stop. Until you re- 
ally get the hang of copying - it 
is easier to shoot several expo- 
sures then it is to set everything 
up and re shoot. 

Seven: Gently remove the 
first photo, place it into an ar- 
chival setting, then go on to the

Nine: Enjoy your results, 
share them with family.

(Have 
you gotten that, to me, this is 
the most important thing you 
can do for any photograph?) 
Now, for January, 
1993...You know, it’s a brand 
new year - and that means re- 
solutions. I'd like to suggest a 
simple three-part resolution. 
Part 1: On the back of every 
photograph that comes into 
your possession this year, you 
will write all the data that the 


picture contains (names, ages, — 


relationships - dates, places, 
occasions). 

Part 2: Mount all photo- 
graphs on acid-free mounting, 
using edge-tabs, store these in- 
side protective, clear vinyl 
pages - and then store the vinyl 
pages inside a binder that has a 
cover. 

Part 3: Check out the nega- 
tives that come with your 
photographs. Are they in pro- 
tective sleeves? Are they loose 
and in contact with each other? 
If they-are loose, put them in 
protective sleeves. Once all of 
your photographs of a .particu- 
lar pack of prints are stored in 
sleeves - place your negatives 
inside one of the vinyl pages 
that you have the prints in. 
Store in the same binder as the 
photographs, 


You are now on the way to 
having a genealogy library of 
family photographs, just by 
taking three simple steps.

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Our featured Clan....Boyd ~ 


The Boyds first appeared during the 13th century in the Scottish 
district of Cunningham in Northern Ayrshire. The family has al- 
ways been associated with Ayrshire and other parts of southwest 
Scotland. 

The first chief of the Boyds was Sir Robert Boyd, who fought at 
the Battle of Bannockburn on June 24, 1314. For his actions he 
was rewarded with the Barony of Kilmarnock which became the 
family seat. The loyalty of this family to the cause of Scottish in- 
dependence earned them the nickname of “Trusty Boyds”. 

The Boyds of Kilmarnock reached the height of their power in 
1466 when Lord Boyd became the Regent for the young King 
James III. In 1469 the family fell from power. 


The last of the ancient line of Boyd chiefs was William, fourth 
Earl of Kilmamock. William participated in the Jacobite Rising of 
1745 and was executed for treason. The chief of the Boyds ceased 
to exist although several branches lasted into the 19th century. 

Meanwhile, several Boyd families were taking a prominent role 
in the development of the American colonies. 


DEAN CASTLE 

The home for the Boyd family was in Kilmarnock. Dean Castle 
takes its name from “the Dean”, or wooded valley. Until about 
1700 it was called Kilmamock Castle. After an accidental fire gut- 
ted the Palace.area in 1735, the Castle had almost two centuries of 
neglect. 

The restoration of the Castle was carried out by the 8th Lord 
Howard de Walden who inherited the estate in 1899.

William married Mary Irwin and 
moved to the Elizabeth City, NC area with his brother Harry, 
who had a son named John. The family moved near the Tiger 
River, SC in the 1770’s. There were 2 sons and 2 sons-on law 
in the Revolutionary War - and the 9th major battle of this war 
was fought on his plantation.

From Cracker Crumbs, from 
the Genealogical Society of 
Greater Miami: To find the ex- 
act location of your ancestor’s 
homesteaded property write the 
Civil Archives Division of the 
National Archives and Records 
Services, GSA, Washington, 
DC 20409 to learn if your state 
is one of the seven states where 
homestead records were cross- 
indexed by the landowner’s 
names. If you have an ancestor 
who acquired land under the 
1862 Homestead Act, or 
bought land from the goverm- 
ment, his application will be on 
file. The files include a four 
page questionnaire filled out by 
the homesteader listing names 
of family members and other 
personal information. 

An explanation about “much 
married persons” from the 
North Carolina Historical and 
Genealogical Regis- 
ter...Marriages were frequent 
among the early settlers; the 
men married as soon as they 
reached manhood and the girls 
at fourteen and fifteen ycars of 
age. It was unsafe for females 
to be Icft alone, because the 
country was filled with wild 
animals and Indian raids were 
likely. A male protector was 
an absolute necessity for 
safety. For these reasons, we 


frequently find widows marry- 
ing in a few wecks or months 
after the death of their hus- 
bands, their newly acquired 
mate joining with the widow in 
the administration of her de- 
ceased husband’s estate.

Grand Army of the Republic, 
an auxiliary of the Grand Army 
of the Republic (GAR), an or- 
ganization of veterans of the 
Union Armies of the Civil War. 

Neither organization is now 
listed as active. Figures on the 
flag holders represent the wife 
and child of a veteran, an Army 
and Navy veteran shaking 
hands and a wounded veteran. 
There is an eagle, representing 
peace - and an ax, representing 
war. The number 61 is in- 
scribed at the bottom - repre- 
senting 1861, the year the war 
began. The flag holder issued 
by the Grand Army of the Re- 
public is much simpler with a 
five pointed star with symbols 
for the infantry (crossed rifles), 
artillery (crossed cannons), 






Navy (an anchor), cavalry 
(crossed sabers), musicians (a 
bugler) in each star point. In- 
side a double set of rings were 
the dates 1861 and 1865. Re-

northern Denton County, TX, 
has won a reprieve. In a rare 
agreement, the Texas Parks and 
Wildlife Department will 
maintain the old farm until the 
year 2000, giving local histo- 
rians a chance to develop plans 
and find money to turn the de- 
serted farmstead into a living 
history park. “The story of this 


one little farmstead here, and . 


the family that settled it and 
kept farming it, is the story of 
thousands and thousands of 
people across north Texas,” 
said Mike Cochran who helped 


organize the Friends of Jones - 


Farm in 1987 to try and save 
the property. 

Jones Farm was founded in 
the 1850’s by John and Susan 
Jones, who moved to Texas 
from Tennessee. They ended 
their travels near Pilot Point in 
an area crisscrossed by 
branches and creeks that flow 
into the Elm Fork of the Trinity 
River. 

Their children and grand- 
children fought crop failures 
and floods for more than a cen- 
tury to keep the old farm alive. 
Then, the US Army Corps of 
Engineers bought the property 


which is now part of Johnson - 


Branch State Park. The Corps 
made a complete archacologi-

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Popular TV personality Willard Scott of the Today Show of- 
ten acknowledges folks celebrating a 100th birthday. It would 
be unusual if Willard announced some attaining the age of 115, 
130 or 145! Even more remarkable, people attaining these ages 
and still possessing perfect eyesight, hearing and mental well- 
being. 

Many times my researching in Scotland has verified this 
longevity fact. Those secking ancestral clues in the United 
Kingdom should build their possible life spans into their genea- 
logical workbook. Here are a few representative examples: 

From the Caledonian Mercury 

1736, February 16: Margaret Paton is now living in St. Mar- 
garet’s Workhouse, Westminster, London, who is aged 130 and 
is in good health and can walk and spin. She came from Scot- 
land in the reign of King James I. 

1782: A man now living at Carmarthen, aged 145 years, 
maintained himself til the last six months by mending roads and 
working in the fields. He remembered seeing the execution of 
Charles I. 

1782: At Kent in his 111th year, a day laborer. In the year of 
the Revolution he married his first wife and his fifth is now 
living. 

From the Edinburgh Courant 
1754: At Cowes, Mrs. Judith Banister, in her 108th year. she 


was attended to the grave by eighty of her children, grandchil- 
dren and great-great-grandchildren. She lived upon biscuits 
and apples during the last half-century and drank nothing but 
milk and water. 

1785-September 10: Died lately in Morven, Argyleshire, 
one Donald M’Kean, alias M’Donald, in the 109th year of his 
poke escaped from Glencoe at the time of the massacre there 
in j 

1812-August 10: At Richmond, Mrs. Crawford at the very 
advanced age of 115. She was 18 years old on the 22nd of April 
1715, which day she recollected perfectly to the hour of her 
death by a total eclipse of the sun, during which we are histori- 
cally informed of the darkness being so great that the stars 
faintly appeared and the birds went to roost in the morning ab- 
out 10 o’clock. 

From the Dundee Magazine 

1799-December 12: There is now living at a place called 
KirKlee, about two miles and a half from the town of Hamilton, 
a woman of the name of Agnes M’Millan aged 114 years. Her 
sight is a little impaired, but she is still able to walk about and 
spin upon her old Scottish Distaff with her spindle by her side.

If she 
survives a short time longer, she will have lived in three 
centuries.

1831-April 13: There is at present living at Grulla, in the Isle 
of Skye, a man named John Macpherson, who has attained to 
the extraordinary age of 108 vears. 

This veteran clansman, who has witnessed so many changes 
in his native country, repines at the extinction of the feudal 
spirit by which the glory of clans and chiefs has been eclipsed. 
He remembers Prince Charles Stuart, after the battle of Cullo- 
den, disguised as a female and going under the name of Morag, 
in company with the celebrated Flora MacDonald. 

These are but a few of the many editorial instances of longev- 
ity which I have discovered which indicate a gene bank no lon- 
ger in existance. 

Years ago, while discussing genealogical researching in 
Scotland with a dear friend, a Mr. Sked, now deceased, who 
was with the National Trust of Scotland in Edinburgh, said, 
“Unless your ancestry is recorded as landed gentry or are at- 
tached to the Royal lineage, it is impossible, with any degree of 
accuracy, to enter the 1400’s. And, in Ireland, the 1800’s. 

We'll talk about this next time. 

Note: Something about the author: Cliff’s ancestors are from 
the Isle of Mull. He is a member of the Mull and Iona Associa- 
tion established in 1866. He is a member of the London branch 
of Clan MacLean Association. He has been interviewed by 
BBC representatives and leading Scottish publications. He is a 
piper. In the mid 1950’s, he established and trained The Pipes 
& Drums of the Highlanders of Oklahoma City, which was the 
inspirational fountainhead for the establishment of many pipe 
bands throughout the midwestern USA. To minimize explana- 
tion of getting about in Scotland in the early 1950’s, he mimeo- 
graphed an informational sheet. It grew in size and became an 
international publication which he called The Highlander. He 
sold it to Mr. Angus Ray in 1972.

“Putting 
the stone” 


Putting the stone is a Scottish 
excercise in strength, which is 
believed to be related to the an- 
cient “Stone of Strength“, a 
heavy stone thrown much like 
the modern shotput. The stone 
is thrown with one hand from 
behind a four foot six inch toe- 
board called a trig. A 7 1/2 foot 
approach is allowed. The stone 
varies in size and weighs from 
16 to 32 pounds. Each put is 
measured from the point of the 
trig (except the face nearest the 
competitor when he takes his 
stance) or the ground beyond 
the trig shall be a foul. Tossing 
or putting the stone requires a 
great deal of skill in holding the 
stone, moving, gliding and de- 
livering a timed thrust, and 
only those athletes who can 
combine this skill with strength 
and speed become proficient in 
the event.

Buscando Nuestras Raices 


Looking for Our Roots 
Perez /Peres 


The name Perez is considered by many historians to be the 
oldest surname in all Christendom. The name has a Hebrew 
root meaning, “He/She who dares” and is first recorded in the 
Bible, 1300 BC. Perez (or Pharez), son of Judah, and his de- 
scendants apprear to have been a family of great importance for 
many centuries in Israel, and even into the present. The current 
President is Simon Peres. 

The Perez coat-of-arms is only one of three shields among all 
heraldry which anciently include the royal color, purple. King 
David was a direct descendant of Pharez/Perez and the Lord Je- 
sus Christ, a direct descendant of David. (Matt 1:1) 

Proudly, all those carrying the name Perez would hope to de- 
scend from this most noble of all lines. Most likely, however, 
researchers will find their original ancestor was first in Spain as 
one of many “son of Pero/Pedro,” who then were ultimately 
identified as a Perez (es, ez-son of). 

The surname seems to have its beginnings in Castilla, 
spreading from there into Vizcaya, La Rioja, and Santander. 
Many of the Perez families tie directly into the ancestry of 
Spanish royalty. There are thousands of individuals that have 
proven noble lineages. In 1084, Rui Perez de Abanades fought 
with King Alfonso VI against the Moors in Madrid and Toledo. 

In the United States, Perez is the 7th most popular surname 
among modern Hispanic families. Particularly interesting, 
since prior to the 1900’s, it was a very rare surname in the Un- 
ited States. In Mexico, however, many Perez are found among 
the earliest of soldiers and colonizers. 

Juan Perez de Arteaga arrived in Santo Domingo ca 1502. 
Seventeen years later, in 1519, records show he was in Cuba as 
a member of Cortez’ entrada. Juan served as an interpreter dur- 
ing the early colonization of Ncuva Espana, undoubtedly hav- 
ing learned the native language from his first wife, who was an 
Indian - and by whom he had a son and six daughters. As some 
Perez lines may tie into nobility in Israel or Spain, so they 
might tie into nobility on this continent. 

Some researchers have found that the double Spanish name 
of Perez de Garfias is connected to the last Tatascan Emperor. 
A daughter of a Perez de Garfias line married the Emperor. 
Therefore, those families finding Perez de Garfias lineage may 
descend in fact from the last Tarascan Emperor. 

Anthony Campos, Diamond Bar resident, has traced his 
father’s line back to Isabel Perez de Garfias, daughter of Gon- 
zalo Perez de Garfias and Maria de Lupiana. Isabel Perez de 
Garfias married Juan Campos de Fricre January 8, 1607, in Za- 
mora, Michoacan. Thus a possible Tarascan royal connection 
for descendants of this marriage. 

Mr. Campos traces his mother, Carmen Perez, to Nicolas 
Perez de Vargas, born ca 1610 in Ocotlan, Jalisco. Nicolas 









married Anna Ramirez de Ortega. Many descendants of this 
marriage have remained in the same area since that time. 

Carmen Perez carries the Perez name on both sides of her 
line. Her father was Romulo Perez and mother Thomasa Perez, 
married in Ocotlan, 1881. Carmen never carried the Vargas 
name. Although other Perez de Vargas lines maintained the hy- 
phenated name combination, two of Carmen’s great-great- 
greatgrandfathers, brothers born in the 1760’s, were the last of 
her ancestors to do so. The Vargas was dropped by subsequent 
generations. Resentment had grown steadily towards the-Span- 
ish rule and obvious privilege status of those bom in Spain. 
During the 1810-1820’s, many Mexicans dropped a surname or 
sumames as a statement that a new Mexico was about to 
emerge. Hyphenated names provide valuable clues to the His- 
panic family researcher. ; 

Carmen Perez married Ramon Campos January 8, 1913, in 
Atacheo, Jalisco. Ramon Campos worked as a wholesale clo- 
thing salesman. In addition, he assisted his father at home in 
planting and harvesting. He was strongly opposed to the revo- 
lutionary activities and subsequent turmoil engulfing Mexico. 
Wanting a better future for his wife and baby girl, in 1917 he 
entered the United States, finding ficld work in California. 

By 1919, Ramon was able to send for his wife. Tragically, 
he never saw his young daughter again. She dicd during the in- 
fluenza epidemic of 1918. Four children were born to Ramon 
and Carmen in California. Three children survived to adult- 
hood, Tony Campos and two sisters. 

“When I think of my ancestors, I am overcome with admira- 
tion. They endured. With patience, persistence, and through 
pain, they endured.” “Their stability was also astounding, as 
many remained in the same locality for some 400 years. Am I 
proud of having Mexican parents? Oh, Yes.” 

Mr. Campos entered the military during the second World 
War. He was sent immediately for officer training and com- 
pleted his service as a Licutenant. During the Korcan War, he 
received a commission of Captain. Graduating with a BS from 
the University of Illinois, hc went on and received a Master’s 
Degree in Sociology from the State University of Iowa. Mr. 
Campos worked for the Los Angeles County Probation depart- 
ment for 27 years. 

Married, with three children, Mr. Campos is currently a state 
licensed marriage counselor. He has been investigating his 
family history for 25 years. Other surnames on his pedigree 
are: Mendoza, Castllanos, Navarro, Gonzales, Martinez, 
Ochoa-Garivay, Arias-Maldonado.

Of census, travois, railroads & pioneers... 


The Lake Havasu Genealogical 
Society Newsletter reminds us 
that the State Census may be 
more helpful than the Federal 
Census. State census stand-in 
as substitutes for the missing 
1790, 1800 and 1810 Federal 
Census and the missing 1890 
Census. More information is 
found in state census records. 
For example: 1865 Massa- 
chusetts records show if the ci- 
tizens were legal voters and-na- 
turalized citizens. Florida’s 
1835-45 census’ show the de- 
gree of education. Iowa’s re- 
cords in 1925 show not only 
the mother’s maiden name, but 
the place of marriage and, in 
Rhode Island’s census, states 
the town of birth. State census, 
unlike Federal Census, are not 
Closed to the public for the 
usual seventy-two year waiting 
period. 

One of the earliest means of 
land transportation was the tra- 
vois, a pole frame dragged by a 
horse.

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American Indians to carry their 
possessions when they moved 
from one camp to another. It 
was named “‘travois” by Fren- 
chmen who explored the New 
World. It was usually made by 
the women and consisted of 
two poles crossed and fastened 
together at one end. The other 
two ends dragged on the 
ground, one on each side of the 
horse or person that pulled it. 

Two or three crosspieces were 
tied to the poles near the 
ground, making a framework 
on which the household goods 
were carried. Young children 
often sat on top of the load. 

The wounded or sick were 
sometimes transported this 
way. Smaller travois were 
made for dogs. Thanks to 
LEGS from the Lake Elsinore 
Genealogical Society.

As the 23rd Laird, Denovan holds lands which date from 
Pictish times (prior to the first century AD), with a written his- 
tory beginning in 1296. His house and lands lie 7 kilometers 
from Bannockburn in the County of Stirlingshire and are one 
and one half miles from Dunipace on the slopes of the Tor- 
wood. The name, Denovan (Gaelic spelling Dun Abhain means 
the “Fort by the river.”) : 

Denovan was bom in Edinburgh, Scotland of a cadet branch 
of the MacDonalds of Dunivaig (Isles of Islay and Kintyre). He 
served 27 years with the British military in the UK, Germany, 
Kenya, the Falkland Islands, Cyprus, Canada and Northem Ire- 
land. He was decorated with the General Service Medal, North 
Ireland Clasp, the Falklands Medal with Rosette, and the Long 
Service and Good Conduct Medal - which requires eighteen 
plus years in the military. 

He is currently the President of the Clan Donald Society of 
Glasgow, President of the Guild of Baron and Ancient Scottish 
Courts, President of Clan Iain Mhoir Association (Clan Donald 
South), Secretary of Glasgow and West of Scotland Numisma- 
tic Society, a member of the Heraldry Society of Scotland, a 
Fellow of the Society of Antiquaries of Scotland (FSA Scot), a 
Fellow of the Royal society of Arts, a member of the Royal 
Zoological Society, a member of the Scotch Malt Whisky Soci- 
ety and a Life Patron of the Guild of Saint Sebastian (Knokke, 
Belgium).

Beltane - May Day 
Ancient 
Celebration... 


A traditional rite of spring 
for thousands of years, May 
Day (called “Beltane” by the 
Celts), was the traditionally the 
beginning of the summer sea- 
son in the Highlands of 
Scotland. 

On that day, the grazing ani- 
mals were taken to the high 
pastures for the first time. 
Marking the exact middle of 
the calendar year, it was the be- 
ginning of longer days and 
warmer temperatures. 

Bonfires were lit to cele- 
brate. Traditionally, bonfires 
would drive away evil spirits 
and to assure good luck. 

Magical water was made by 
the Druids by collecting the 
moming dew on Beltane. To- 
day, young Scottish girls gather 
on May Day to wash their faces 
in the morning dew to enhance 
beauty. The May queen and 
Maypole are other surviving 
Druid ceremonies.

Remember the Generations 
Carol Davidson Baird 
666 6 606 fom various newsletters, newspapers, books, magazines and lectures - and store them for later use. The copies I 
make are layered in chronological order from the oldest, on the bottom, to the most recent, on the top, so I know 
how relative the information is at any given time. Some “tid-bits” are timeless and some are dated; here are a few 
which may help you. 
When doing cemetery or rabbinic research, it is necessary to know how to decipher dates on tombstones or in a 
py rabbinic “yichus” (pedigree at the beginning of a rabbinic writing) or rabbinic genealogy. The date is written in VY 
Y \ terms of the Jewish calendar, i.e., the year 5736. However, most of the time, the “5” is omitted. To arrive at the AW \ 
/ secular date, one must only add 1240 to the last three digits. Using the year 5736, drop the “5” and add 1240 to y/ 
“736” and get the year 1976. Matters get complicated if you do not know if you are dealing with years in another 
666 6 646 Century; then you would obviously have to add 1140 for the 18th century and 1040 for the 17th century. The Jewish 666 6 606 
calendar has a provision for “leap years”, which add a whole month, ADAR, to the calendar every few years instead 
of a day every four years in the Julian calendar. To get precise dates there are a couple of computer programs de- 
signed to derive correct dates by conversion of the Jewish calendar to the Julian calendar. 
I recently found out from our guest lecturer, Professor George Sackheim, why whole families are NOT listed ina 
rabbinic genealogy. It appears that only sosis who were rabbis and daughters who married rabbis are listed. That a

y) w Professor Sackheim also pointed out that Jewish listings in Russian City Directories need to be understood be- y/ 


fore reading them When a person is listed, i.e., “SACKHEIM, JACOB JOSEPH”, it does NOT mean, “Jacob 
Joseph Sackheim”, but rather, “Jacob Sackheim, son of Joseph”. Another tip is that you when you see a male name 666 6 666 
666 6 666 i, Hebrew, it facilitates the translation when you know that the “final nun” (the letter “‘n’”) is always used at the end (U 
of a word EXCEPT when used in a name, i.e., “Jacob ‘nun’ Joseph”. When used like that, the “nun” signifies “Ja- 
cob ibn Joseph”, meaning he is of the Sephardic (Mediterranean, Spanish or Portuguese) family. The term “ben” or 
“bar” between the names signifies the man is from an Ashkenazic (Central and Eastern European) family.

If your family entered the United States during the years 1907-1914 and you can’t find them in the New York 4, 
Passenger Arrival Lists or in Boston, or Baltimore, try Galveston. Most of the Eastern European Jews who came to ¢ 
the United States in the early 1800’s and 1900’s to escape persecution crowded into the lower East side of New 
York City where lived in congested quarters and poverty, facing a saturate job market. To nelp alleviate this prov- 
lem, the New York Jewish philanthropist, Jack Schiff, devised and financed a plan whereby immigrants could enter 
the port of Galveston, TX and be dispersed into the area of the US west of the Mississippi. Each immigrant was gi- 
ven railroad tickets and a small stipend. 10,000 persons were routed into the interior of the US and that may ac- 
count for odd pockets of Jews in small communities in Texas, Nebraska and Iowa. 
These are just a few tips if you are stuck with your research and think you have no place to go. There is always 
another way, another clue and another avenue to travel back in time to visit with your ancestors and bring back in- 
formation to pass on to future generations.

During the Nazi regime, 
each citizen of Germany was 
required to carry an “Ahnen- 
pass” (ancestor passport) with 
six generations of ancestry for 
government and military per- 
sonnel and three generations 
for all others. This requirement 
was also imposed on some of 
the countries which capitulated 
to the Reich during World War 
II, including Holland and Bel- 
gium. Copies of these German 
pedigrees were filed with the 
Reich and published as Stamm- 
und-Ahentalfelwerke (pedigree 
and ancestor tables), Leipzig: 
Zentralstelle fur Deutsche 
Personen-und- 
Familiengeschichte. Volumes 
for Italians of Aryan descent 
were also published. The Ge- 
nealogical Society of Utah has 
microfilmed the Ahnenpass for 
the area of Mittelfranken in the 
Brenner Collection (671 reels) 
with supporting documents.

Do 
not stick damp pages into 
books or under anything heavy.

2. If mildew has set in, call 
your local library for hints on 
how to remove it. I could give 
some wonderful hints on this, 
but I live in a very high humid- 
ity area, and what works here 
in the swamps could just add to 
the problems in your area. If 
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mildew has attacked your 
photographs, call your local 
photo center for cleaning ideas. 
You may need to copy these 
prints, especially if there is wa- 
ter damage. If you want to 
copy your photos yourself, I 
have detailed the method in a 
previous article. If you need a 
copy of this article, contact The 
Family Tree, or myself. Re- 
member these articles are 
copyrighted and you know 
what that means. (Nice neigh- 
bor hint - if you need to copy 
your photos, chances are that 
your neighbors will need this 
done also, you may wish to 
form a group and share ex- 
penses.) Remember to have 
your work printed on archival 
paper. 

3. Once you have your docu- 
ments Cleaned or restored, it’s 
time to store them. For ex-

When she became Em- 
press of Russia, Catherine in- 
vited the German and Polish 
people to settle her new land. 
She promised free land, reli- 
gious liberty, exemption from 
military service, much local 


self-government including 
local control of churches and 
schools. Because of oppres- 
sion in their homelands, thou- 
sands went to Russia. How- 
ever, new oppressions plagued 
them by 1863 - and many be- 
gan to look for new lands. By 
1890, 10,890 russian Germans 
had emigrated to Fresno, Cali- 
fornia. These were people who 
had maintained their German 
culture and literate though 
poor. Today, there are an esti- 
mated 100,000 descendants 
still in the Fresno area. 

The American Historical 
Society of Germans from Rus- 
sia, Central California Chapter, 
boasts 400 members. They 
maintain a genealogical and 
historical library and museum 
in Fresno. The holdings in- 
clude over 5,000 Declarations 
of Intent for American Citizen- 
ship, family genealogies and 
periodicals.

The Confederate victory at 
Bull Run, July 1861, was 
largely due to information ob- 
tained by Mrs. Rose Green- 
how. Elizabeth Van Lew, a 


Federal agent, spent her own 
fortune in securing information 
from “the highest Confederate 
circles” and passing it on to 
Gencral U.S. Grant, who told 
her, “that hers was the most 
valuable information received 
from Richmond during the 
war.” 

The newly formed espionage 
system of the Confederacy was 
so efficient, that during the first 
year of the war, the Confed- 
erate leaders in Richmond had 
complete reports of every 
meeting of President’s Cabinet 





within 48 hours of the meeting. 

Spies, when caught, were 
hung, no matter how affable or 
genteel they might be, unless 
they were women; which ex- 
plains why there were so many 
female spies on both sides!

House of Usser, Int’! 
founded by Ussery 


Harry M. Ussery of Santa 
Fe, New Mexico, founded the 
House of Usser, International, 
earlier this year, to further the 
common origin of the three sur- 
names of Usher, Ussher and 
Ussery in Scotland, Ireland and 
England-Scotland, 
respectively... 

In his book, The Origin of 
the Surname of Ussery, 1983, 
Ussery traced the origin of Us- 
sery back to 1185 and pre- 
sented irrefutable evidence that 
Ussery evolved from the 
Norman-French word, Usser, 
which later was anglicized to 
the English word, Usher. 

What Ussery uncovered in 
his exhaustive research over a 
period of years was that a Nor- 
man Knight and nobleman by 
the name of Henri Nevil went 
into Ireland in 1185 with Prince 
John and changed his surname 
from Nevil to Usser after he 
was named by Prince John as 
his “Usser”. 

Later, when Prince John re- 
turned to England to be 
crowned as King John I, 
1199-1216, succeeding his 
brother, King Richard the Lion 
Hearted, Henri Usser nee Nevil 
served as his Lord Usser. 
Henri Usser nee Nevil’s origi- 
nal family went on to become 
known as The Noble Family of 
Neville, earls of Westmoreland 
County in the Lakd District of 
Northern England near the 
Scottish Border. 

Harry Ussery retired in 1981 
from corporate law and relo- 
cated with his wife, Olive - an 
artist, to Santa Fe, New 
Mexico. 

His credentials are listed in 
Who's Who in American Law, 
1992-1993.

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Past Picture Perfect 


_ In previous articles, I helped you separate your old photographs 
into categories according to the health of the print (meaning was the 
health in good condition, did it need work done to remove yellow- 
ing, did it need tears-rips-stains repaired, etc?) I also helped you set 
up an efficient and easy way to copy the prints. 

This month, we will discuss simple photographic restoration. 

Keep in mind that “simple” is a personal attribute. If you have 
20+ years of drawing behind you, your simple will be probably 
much different than someone who has never tried to put pencil to 
paper in an artistic fashion. However, these tips should be for any- 
one, and if you do have some problems - maybe someone in your 
immediate family or circle of friends can do this part. 

The first thing you will need is several good copies of the original 
photograph (I find 5 x 7 or 8 x 10 sizes to be the nicest to work on - 
but, that is a personal preference.) This copy can be done on F.C. 
paper (which is not meant to be archival), but it must be a matte sur- 
face with no texture. 

You also will need a flat surface, a roll of archival tape, photogra- 
phers carbon pencils, photographs gouache paints, photo dyes, 
photo oil paints, an exacto-type knife and several very fine tipped 
brushes (O, OOO, etc.) One chemical that really makes a world of 
difference is called “Marlene”. Marlene will take away almost ev- 
ery mistake, except those made with dyes. You will also need a roll 
of smooth paper towels and fine cotton balls and cotton swabs. 

The second step is still very simple. Examine your photograph to 
see what needs to be repaired. Is there a line going through it? A 
blotch? Discoloration? A hole? Is the problem darker or lighter 
than the rest of the image? 

If the problem is darker than the rest of the image, you have two 
methods of solving the problem. 

A. Use the exacto to gently scrape away the emulsion until you 
hit white paper. Gently fill in the missing values with either the 
photo pencils and/or a mixture of the gouache paints and/or a mix- 
ture of the photo oils. (Oil & gouache do not mix) Use the Marlene 
to correct any mistakes. 

B. Use a mixture of the gouache paints and/or a mixture of the 
photo oils to remove the dark area. With this you are simply paint- 
ing out the problem. This is most effective when there is a very 
large area to correct. This also removes people and other unwanted 
things. If you do take something out, fill the empty area with a con- 
tinuation of the other things around it. (Example: If outdoors,

simply put in a tree if you took someone out.) If you are good with 
an air brush - it is also effective for this. 

If the area on your damaged image is lighter than the rest of the 
area, you also have two ways to correct the problem. 

A, Darken in the area using the photo dyes. CAUTION - the 
dyes are just that. Once you have made a mark on the paper, it will 
not go away. So, if you choose to use this method, practice on other 
- bad - photos first. 

B. Use cither the pencils, gouaches or oils to fill in the area. This 
is easiest for beginner. 

You can use the cotton balls and swabs in place of the brushes. 
Another useful way to do very small areas is to twist a minute 
amount of cotton around the end of a toothpick and use this to paint 
with. Try not to put the paint on too thick, it will leave a shadow 
when you are recopying the photo. There are some people who re- 
commend rubbing the paint down with an oil-based solution before 
you do any work. This is really a judgement call. I do it sometimes 
and sometimes I don’t. 

Do not use any spray fixative on your finished piece. The sprays 
that are sold over the counter to the general public tend to spurt, 
which can ruin all your hard work. 

Continue working on the print until you are satisficd with your 


work. Remember, Marlene will take care of any dissatisfaction. 
When you are quite happy with the results, copy it, using the same 
steps as you did to make the first copy. Make sure to use a T-Max 
film. I have this final copy printed on fiber paper. It costs more, but 
it is archival and will last quite a long time. Remember to put his- 
torical information on the back and put that you the restoration and 
the date that it was done. 

Store this in an archivally safe place and go on to your next print. 
See! You can restore your old prints!

Gay Reunion Benefits 
Nigg Old Trust 


Following the 1993 Descendants of Simon Gay Family Reunion, 
a vote was taken among the Reunion Committee to become a part of 
the Nigg Old Trust which benefits the Nigg Old Church located on 
the Nigg peninsular in Ross Shire Scotland. A check for one 
hundred pounds _is on its way to Scotland. The committee 
also agreed to send this amount each year. 

Ancestors of the family Gair worshipped at this church early in 
the history of the family and the church and there are Gairs in the 
cemetery located in the kirkyard. 

The date of the original building of the church is not known, but 
there were repairs and “rebuilding” in 1626. -In the middle of the 
13th century, Nigg, along with Tarbet became a source of revenue 
for the Bishop of Ross - and a Bishop’s House existed not far from 
the Church. 

The family Geare, noted in the Domesday Books in 1086 in Com- 
wall, England, had to “flee to Scotland after participating in the de- 
struction of a castle”...and fled to the Nigg Peninsular, where they 
lived for centuries. There are those alive today who remember the 
Gair and Gayre crofts on Nigg Hill - a huge hill that runs the length 
of the peninsular. 

Precedent was set early in this century for those of the Gair/Gay 
family to benefit the Old Nigg Church as the widow Gair remem- 
bered her community and church with the “Gair Bequest”. These 
funds were used to assist those in need in the church family. 

About twenty years ago, the remaining Gair/Gayre lands were 
sold to oil developers and the Chief of the Clan Gayre purchased an 
old Campbell castle near Inverary, Scotland and removed the seat of 
the Clan to that location. 

Roof repairs, raising overturned gravestones and other projects 
are among the planned improvements as funds are available to the 
Trust. 

The Descendants of Simon Gay Family Reunion is held in Moul- 
trie, Georgia, each May. This year over 600 attended the two day 
event.

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Glimpses of Old-World Scotland 





Today, we have surnames. It was not always so. It is diffi- 
cult to comprehend a time when Tom, Harry, Jane or Ruth were 
content with one name. The use of two names is not a contri- 
vance from ancient times, but within the span of recorded 
genealogy. 

Knowledgeable authorities confirm the Normans were the 
first to practice using surnames. The family names of Norman 
lords were based upon their Normandy chateaux. 

For practical identification, fixed surnames began in France 
about 1000. The Norman Conquest in 1060 carried the sur- 
name practice to England. 

For exactitude in taxation the Norman conquerors ordered a 
recorded appraisal of personal property and real estate. Hence, 
we find examples of fixed surnames in a frightfully sounding 
book entitled Domesday. This book has no relation to Judge- 
ment Day! It is a valuation book. 

William the.conqueror was crowned in Westminster Abbey 
on Christmas Day 1060. Yet, some 20 years would pass before 
Norman nobility replaced the existing order and some 200 
years before a new people began to emerge speaking a blend of 
tongues: Old English, French and Latin, from which modem 
English grew. 

The upper class gradually accepted surnames. It was not 
fully entrenched among commoners until about the time of Ed- 
ward II. 

Usage of surnames reached Scotland about 1100. This is 
verified by numerous English and Scotch recordings. A classic 
race example: ‘Stuart” - a first family of power and affluence 
used no surnames for several generations following the Nor- 
man conquest. In the 1200’s, surnames in Scotland came into 
general use. 

Competent authorities emphasize places were named before 
families. This is obvious when you examine a name serving 
both land and person. “New Castle” or “Black Wood” were 
first given to places, later to people. This rule has a few

exceptions. 

Cosmo Innes _ in his book Concerning Some Scottish Sur- 
names, published 1860, on page 6 informs: “The rule of place 
allows banishment a class of fables by one Hector Boee, who 
by a process which heralds call ‘canting’ - catching a sound - 
pretend that the ““Douglases” had their name from a Gaelic 
word, said to mean a dark grey man, but which never could be 
descriptive of a man at all! 

The “Forbeses” were at first called “For Beast” because they 
killed a great bear...that “Dalyell” is from a Gaelic word mean- 
ing “I Dare”...that the “Guthries” were so called from the 
homely origin of gutting three haddocks for King David II’s en- 
tertainment when he landed very hungry on-the Brae of Bernie 
from his French voyage. 

These clumsy inventions of a late age, if they were really 
meant to be seriously credited, vanish when we find from re- 
cord that there were very ancient territories, and even parishes, 
of Douglas, Forbes, Dalyell and Guthrie - long before the 
names came into use as family surnames. 

It cannot be doubted that the great majority of Scotch names 
are territorial, local - and have changed hardly at all from the 
places that gave them birth. Today many can still point to the 


_ castles or lordships whence they had their surnames. 


In Ireland an abrupt change to fixed surnames occurred in 
1465 when an act of the Irish Parliament ordained, “Every Ir- 
ishman dwelling betwixt or among Englishmen in the counties 
of Dublin, Myeth, Uriel and Kildare, should go like to one En- 
glishman in apparel, and shaving his beard above the mouth 
should swear allegiance and should take to him an English sur- 
name of a “town” as Sutton, Chester, Trym, Skryne, Corke Kin- 
sale; or “color” as White, Blacke; or ‘“‘arte and science” as 
Smith, Carpenter; or “office” as Cooke or Butler, and that he 
and his issue should use the same. 

We shall investigate further into name origination and deri- 
vation next time.

By 1793 the Adjutant General was in charge of 37 militia dis- 
tricts. These districts included the newer counties of Columbia, 
Elbert, Franklin, Greene, Washington and Wilkes, along with 


the original eight counties created by the Constitution of 1777. 


The militia district became the area specified for the Justice 
of Peace Courts which came into existence in 1797. The jus- 
tices were to serve from a particular militia district, so they had 
to sign as Justice of the Peace of such and such a district. When 
the Georgia Constitution was rewritten in 1798, it stated that 
there would be 2 justices in each captain’s district. Still today, 
the Justices of the Peace are designated by the Militia District in 
which he or she represents. 

By 1799, the militia field officers of each regiment could ar- 
range and define the company district with the approval of the 
brigade commander. Often the lines of the districts are hard to 
locate, especially when captains were changing often. But, af- 
ter May, 1804, all commissions issued designated the number 
of the company district. This became legal when it was written 
into law as of December 1807.

By 1807, there were 275 militia districts and they were all in 
the twenty-six headright counties of Georgia. There were eight 
brigades and four divisions. Each district had a company which 
would have 4 musters annually. Each county had at least one 
regiment commanded by a colonel. Counties from the area 
would form a brigade under the command of a brigadier gen- 
eral. Two or more brigades would form a division under the 
leadership of a major general. 

By 1817, Governor William Rabun had five divisions and 10 
brigades in Georgia. They elected their commanders on 6 
November 1817. The First Division was under the command of 
Major General John Floyd. His First Brigade was lead by Bri- 
gadier General Francis Hopkins. This brigade included Wayne, 
Camden, Glynn, Liberty, McIntosh, Bryan, Chatham and Ef- 
fingham counties. The Second Brigade under Brigadier Gen- 
eral William Byrd included Bulloch, Tattnall, Scriven, Ema- 
nual, Montgomery, Burke and Jefferson Counties. 

The Second Division was commanded by Major General 
Valentine Walker. The First Brigade, Second Division, was led 
by Brigadier General Thomas Glascock. It included Rich- 
mond, Columbia and Warren counties. The Second Brigade, 
Second Division, was under Brigadier General John Irwin. 
This brigade included the militia of Washington and Hancock 
counties. 

The Third Division commanded by Major General Daniel 
Newman, included the First Brigade, Brigadier General Edmd. 
Shackleford, with the militia of Baldwin, Putnam and Morgan 
counties. The Second Brigade, Third Division, Brigadier Gen- 
eral E. Beall, included Greene, Oglethorpe and Clarke counties. 

The Fifth Division was under the leadership of Major Gen- 
eral David Adams. The First Brigade of that Division had Tho- 
mas J. Hamilton as Brigadier General. It included Jasper and 
Jones counties. The Second Brigade was under Brigadier Gen- 
eral David Blackshear with Twiggs, Pulaski, Telfair, Laurens 
and Wilkerson counties. 

The Adjutant General Order named a sixth division with Ma- 
jor General Ezekiel Wimberly to be the leader. No counties 
were designated. 

The counties of Appling, Early, Irwin and Rabun were or- 
ganized by two acts of December 21, 1819. In these acts, the 
Inferior Court was given the power to lay out the captains dis- 
tricts at this time. To find information, look at the Minute 
Books of the Inferior Courts of the various Georgia counties af- 
ter this date. Finally, this duty was tumed over to the County 
Commissioners of Roads and Revenues in 1868 when the Infer- 
ior Courts were abolished by that Constitution. 

The militia was growing at a rapid pace during this period as 
the counties were. By 1850, there were 13 divisions in Georgia 
and each consisted of 2 brigades.

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1746 Jacobite ring to be auctioned this fall 


Boardmans, the internation- 
ally renowned Suffolk, Eng- 
land, based Fine Art Auction- 
eers, are to sell an 18th century 
Jacobite in memoriam ring at 
an auction sale in the near fu- 
ture, and their research has un- 
covered an interesting story. 

The gold ring with quartz 
stone and a lock of hair, is in- 
scribed ‘Donald McDonald, 
Kinlochmoidart’ on the outer 
side. On the inner side, it is in- 
scribed, “Suffered to King and 
Country, 18th October, 1746.” 

Donald McDonald was at 
the battle of Sheriffmuir with 
his father, Ranald, and joined 
Bonnie Prince Charlie when he 
landed at Borrowdale on 25th 
July, 1745. The Prince pro- 
ceeded to stay in Kinlochmoi- 
dart House on the 11th August 
and remained there until the 
18th August. Kinlochmoidart 
brought 100 men to the 
Prince’s standard and Donald 
was made Aide-de-Camp to the 
Prince and a Colonel in the 
army. His main job was to visit 
the various chiefs, whose ad- 
herence the Prince was anxious 
to secure. 

Returning from making a 
last appeal to Sir Alexander 
McDonald and McLeod, ac- 
companicd by only one ser- 
vant, he was beset near the vil- 
lage of Lesmahagow, taken 


ine, was the daughter of Dun- 
can Campbell of Lochnell. 

One of his sons, Charles, en- 
tered the French army and 
served in the American War 
and rose to the rank of General. 
He was made a Count and was 
guillotined in the early part of 
the French Revolution.

ALMEIDA 


The actual origin of the Almeida name has not been determined. 
Some historians trace the surname Almeida referring to an indivi- 
dual gathering gum from the styorax trees. Almeida ultimately 
came to identify someone who came from the flatlands, the Al- 
meida, in Portugal. 

Early records identify a Joao Fernandez de Almeida in Portugal 
1223. A Captain, Duarte de Almeida, fought in the battle de Toro in 
1476. The Almeida name rose to prominence, evidenced by a Fran- 
cisco de Almeida serving as Viceroy of India in the 1500’s. Many 
Almeida connections are found to royal Portuguese lines. Early 
migration of the surname was first into Spain, then Brazil and Chile. 
Of particular interest to the history of Nuevo Leon, Mexico, is an 
Almeida with sephardic (Jewish) roots. Jorge de Almeida came 
from Spain to Nueva Espana in the middle 1580’s with his mother, 
Felipa de Fonseca, and his brothers Francisco Rodriquez (later 
called Hector de Fonseca) and Miguez Hernandez. Three brothers, 
each carrying a different surname was not unusual in the Spanish 
speaking world. 

In Mexico, the Almeida family quickly achieved a position in the 
Jewish colony for their religious observances. Open house was held 
for the Jewish notables of the city as well as for other numerous 


guests. Jorge de Almeida owned and operated a silver mine in ~ 


Taxco and some sources say he also had a mine in Zacatecas. Jorge 
de Almeida married Leonor Carvajal, niece of Luis Carvajal, gover- 
nor of Nuevod Leon. Unfortunately, the horrors of the Inquisition 
had crossed the oceans. In 1589, Leonor, along with her mother, 
uncle, brother and sisters, was convicted of Jewish proselytizing for 
a return to the “Law of Moses”. Jorge escaped on horseback while 
the Inquisition official was at the front door with the order for his ar- 
rest in 1591. 

After hiding in Mexico for a duration, Jorge and his brother, 
Francisco Rodriguez, returned to Spain. Important political con- 
nections were made and Jorge was able to secure pardons for his 
wife and her family in 1594, predicated on paying a heavy fine.

However, they were rearrested in 1595. His wife, Lenor Carvajal, 
died at the stake in 1596. In 1609, Jorge de Almeida was bumed in 
effigy in absentia by the Inquisition in New Spain, for “Jewish 
practices”. 

Nueva Espana was bound to the laws of Spain’s “limpieza de 
sangre”. Applicants applying for government positions, coloniza- 
tion privileges, land grants and other special consideration, had to 
prove the purity of their ancestors. Much genealogical information 
was compiled to prove that no Jewish or Moorish blood was in the 
applicants lineage. Unfortunately, information was sometimes pur- 
posely inaccurate to gain advantage. 

Arthur Almeida, of San Pedro, does not know if his ancestors 
have a Jewish connection. He was startled to hear of the possibility 
ten years ago from a cousin, “La tradicion de los Almcidas es que 
somos Judios”. The name Almeida apparently is derived from es- 
tablished roots in Portugal, after the dispersion from Israel. 

The Almeidas in Santa Maria de los Angeles, Jalisco, Mexico, 
from where Mr. Almeida traces his lines evidence a strong tradition 
of literacy and political activism. Many were involved in the gov- 
ernment serving as judges, lawyers and community leaders. Inter- 
estingly, his director ancestor, Vicente-Ferrer Almeida, Zacatecas 
mine owner, born in the 1760’s, was named after an early Catholic 
Saint, Vicente Ferrer. Vicente was martyred in 1419 for his success 
in converting Jews to the Catholic faith. Terms for a conviction 
were politically motivated by Jewish leaders, but executed by Mu- 
slem officials. 

Mr. Almeida’s grandparents, Don Francisco Almeida and Dona 
Victoria Marquez, fled Mexico during the Revolution in 1911, br- 
inging their entire family and settling in Arizona. His father, Julian 
Almeida met and married his mother, Natividad Madrid. Nativi- 
dad’s family entered the United States from Chihuahua, Mexico in 
1896, when Natividad was three years old. Julian worked as a car- 
penter in the copper mines, shoring up beams. In 1921, Julian and 
his family moved from Morenci, Arizona, to East San Pedro (Ter- 
minal Island) in California. 

Julian and Natividad spoke only Spanish, but Julian found his . 
Spanish reading and writing skills actually helped him obtain in- 
creasingly better carpentry jobs. In 1927, Julian and other leaders in 
the Mexican community established the Alianza Hispano Amer- 
icana, Logia #92, chartered in the State of Arizona, and dedicated to 
preserving hispanic roots. 

Arthur Almeida, following his father’s community involvement, 
is a Trade Unionist in San Pedro, elected as Secretary-Treasurer for 
ILWU, Local 13, a longshoremen’s union. Prior to that, he was La- 
bor Relations Manager for Koppel, Inc., a grain exporting company. 
Married to wife, Irene, of Portuguese ancestry, he has three child- 
ren, son Arthur Joaquin, daughters Irene Majella Maas and Laurette 
Marie Manghera and four grandchildren. 

Other surnames on Mr. Almcida”s line include Cordova, Covar- 
rubias, Muro, Gonzalex, Marquez, Ximenez de Castro, Avila, Proa, 
Romero, Jaigoza, Herrera, Ortega, Sanchez, Villalobos, Alvares, 
Sandoval, Leano, Davila, Encisco, Soto, Rodriquez, Ramirez and 
several others.

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Tattoo. Tattoo? : 
Tattoo! Whatisit? = 
How it began... : 


The Thin Red Line, 93rd Sutherland Highland Regiment of 
Foot Living History Unit, Inc., offers this story of how our “‘tat- 


too” began: ‘A great military musical event, well known to sol- 
dier and civilian alike, is the Grand Searchlight Tattoo, which 
for many years before the late was held on Rushmoore Arena at 
Aldershot. A major feature of this spectacle was the perfor- 
mance by the massed bands and pipes of the many regiments 
stationed in and around Aldershot. Although the whole display 
was on the grand scale, it had its origin in a very simple piece of 
army routine observed as far back as the seventeenth century. 
In those far off days, all active operations ceased in the late au- 
tumn and the rival forces went into billets in the towns and vil- 
lages in and around the battlefield. That was the practice in the 
British Army serving under King William III in his campaign in 
the Low Countries during the 1690’s. The social centres for the 
troups were the inns, to which the majority resorted during the 
evenings. To get them back to their own billets again at night, it 
was necessary for the. innkeepers to turn off their beer taps and 
to cease selling liquor. The time for doing this was between 
9:30 - 10:00 p.m. It was notified to all concerned by a drummer 
marching through the billeting area beating a “call”. 

Picture a bright moonlit winter’s night in Flanders about two 
and a half centuries ago;. At one end of the main road through 
the town or village are assembled a young, pink-faced officer, a 
sergeant and a drummer, all belonging to the British regiment 
billeted in and around the place. About 9:30 p.m. the officer or- 
ders the drummer to commence beating. The sound of the drum 
beats reverberates over the quiet countryside and gradually they 
pierce their way into the inns. When the innkeepers hear them, 
they remark, “Doe den tap toe” and turn off their taps. Pre- 
sently, the soldiers pour out of the inns into the streets and go to 
their own billets. After a short interval, the officer, sergeant 
and drummer set off through the place, the drummer beating his 
“call” while the officer and sergeant look into the inns to ensure 
that no soldiers are lingering in them. When the officer is satis- 
fied that all is well, he dismisses the sergeant and drummer and 
goes to his own quarters. 

The authorities are not unanimous concerning the origin of 
the word “tattoo”, but the balance of opinion inclines to the be- 
lief that it is derived from the Old Dutch expression, “Doe den 
tap toe” - which freely translated into English is “turn off the 
taps”. The word “Taptoe” was used in off icial books for a long 
time, but it has now given place to the familiar “tattoo”.

Although pipers generally did 
not lead troops into battle in 
World War II because of the 
great losses in World War I, 
Lovat reportedly told Millin, “I 
want you to pipe us into battle. 
It will be good for Scotland and 
good for the commandos.” So, 
on June 6, 1944, Millin val- 
iantly plunged into the surf 
with his pipe above his head 
and piped his troops onto the 
beaches and through the vil- 


lages of Normandy. A loud 
and conspicuous target, he con- 


tinued to inspire the Scottish ° 


commandos, piping and 
marching in the open, even 
when a piece of shrapnel cut 
through his bagpipe, which he 
repaired with a band-aid as he 
marched. 

Each year, Millin returns to 
Normandy at the request of the 
French people to repeat his 
triumphant and heroic march 
on their annual holiday com- 
memorating the invasion.

The word “nephew” is a deri-

One of the largest and most fas- 
cinating collections of histori- 
cal and gencalogical material, 
the Draper Manuscripts, are 
held in the State Historical Soc- 
iety of Wisconsin. Lyman 
Draper was fascinated by early 
American history from his 
childhood.

Family Puzzlers, from Heritage 
Papers, 170 Windsor Ct., 
Athens, GA 30606 - has a de- 
finition of “forced heirs” some- 
times found in wills. “Those 
persons whom the testator or 
donor cannot deprive of the 
portion of his estate reserved 
for them by law, except in 
cases where he has a just cause 
to disinherit them.” Puzzlers 
cites Black's Law Dictionary. 
In colonial days, when lives- 
tock ran free, there was deve- 
loped a method of marking the 
ears of the cattle and hogs. 

Various cuts were made in 
ears. Careful descriptions were 
entered in a town book - 
together with the owner’s name 
and the date of registration. If 
you find such a record, you 
know that the person lived 
there at that time. What is 


more, when the mark was 
transferred to another owner or 
to a new generation, a note was 
made in the town book - again 
giving the date of transfer and 


the names of those involved. 

These records were often kept 
into the 1800’s. County clerks 
probably know if there were 
such lists and where they might 
be found.

The Scotland of Robert the Bruce is a vast territory, for there is 
hardly a part of Scotland from Whithorn to Tain, from Berwick to 
Arran, that has not been touched by Robert the Bruce at one time 
or another. 

On our recent trip to the homeland, we visited as many of these 
territories as we could in one months time. 

At the ruins of Caerlaverock Castle, which Robert the Bruce or- 
dered dismantled to avoid its being recaptured by the English, the 
feeling of attacks could be fantasized and at Arbroath Abbey, one 
stood envisioning Robert the Bruce guiding the thoughts of Abbot 
Berard de Linton in the writing of the famous Declaration of Ar- 
broath and the subsequent signing of the same by an assembly of 
Scottish earls, barons and landowners.

Driving into “Dunfermline town” there was no need to ask di- 
rections to their famous Abbey: one glimpse of the skyline and the 
Abbey tower proclaimed the connection of Robert the Bruce 
whose body lies under the high altar. The tower spells out “King 
Robert the Bruce” on its four sides in stone letters as it’s balus- 
trade. Inside the abbey, one is guided to the bronze plaque over the 
final resting place of the body of Robert the Bruce. While the 
body of Robert the Bruce lies at Dunfermline ABbey, his heart - 
returned from the Crusades in a silver casket - lies in an undefined 
burial place at Melrose ABbey in the Borders. This is marked with 
a small plaque, hard to find and not necessarily at the actual spot of 
burial - which is said to be the high altar. 

Scone, in Perthshire, is the traditional site where Scottish kings 
were crowned seated on the Stone of Destiny. Robert the Bruce is 
said to be the last monarch to sit on the true stone since there is 
controversy over whether it is hidden (whereabouts unknown) or 
truly beneath the Coronation Chair at Westminster Abbey in Lon- 
don. A replica, on Boot Hill near the Scone Palace, marks the an- 
cient crowning place. 

In the countryside around Loch Lomond, Methven and Ettrick 
Forest, one sits and imagines the guerilla-type battles fought under 
adverse conditions with the English enemy. At the Pass of Bran- 
der, near Loch Awe, where Bruce achieved his victory over John 
MacDougall of Lorne, the steep, rocky terrain makes you wonder - 
with awe - how two armies could move about with any. kind of sec- 
recy to obtain victory. 

Unexpectedly, we found a cairn on the shore of Loch Awe, 
which had been dedicated “to the victory of Robert the Bruce on 
Loch Awe-side”. This cairn had been personally dedicated by 
Lord Elgin, Chief of all the Bruces. 

From the program booklet of the Dedication Ceremony: “Had 
Robert I not been one of the greatest soldiers of the ages, he and his 
cadre of regular army could easily have been destroyed on Loch 
Awe-side and there would have been no Bannockbum six years 
later.” 

We found a wee chapel within a chapel at St. Conan’s Kirk at 
Loch Awe-side, dedicated to Robert the Bruce - with an effigy 
carved of wood with alabaster face and hands atop a coffin. 

Bannockburn, the ultimate mecca for all Bruces, lies south of 
the village of Stirling. Each Bruce must pay homage to their liege, 
King Robert I, sitting on his throne with his mace in his hand. The 
famous equestrian statue of Robert the Bruce, situated well back of 
the Visitors Centre, is said to be the scene of Robert the Bruce’s 
encounter, the night before the Battle of Bannockburn, with Ri- 
chard deBohun. When admonished by his knights for unnecessar- 
ily risking his life - all he said was, “Well, it certainly cost me a 


good battle-axe.” Continued on page 43

Hi! Welcome to “Past Picture Perfect”! 

OK, let’s build a photographic family tree. 

You’ll need archival mat-board (you can get these, in your favo- 
rite colors, from any frame shop - and they can cut them to fit any 
archival storage facility you may choose). Also needed will be a 
supply of photo-triangles to safely hold prints in place on the 
board. For those more adventurous, gather an exacto knife, archi- _ 
val tape, some forms of round, oval or square templates (to use to 
cut the mat) and, most importantly, some form of cutting board to 
cut on top of. Remember, the templates must be slightly smaller 
than the pictures, so you might need to have several sizcs (or copy 
all the pictures and have them printed to one sizc). 

I am going to give the instructions for two methods of creating a 
photographic tree. The first will be the creation of a book, the sec- 
ond will be the creation of a wall unit. What you choose is strictly 
up to you. 

Now, gather all your books of family photographs. (Notice, I 
am being positive - I truly believe that you have every single photo 
labeled and in archival photographic albums!) Hopefully, you 
have had time to put everything in chronological order. 


How-to make a book or wall unit 
photographic family tree.... 





Starting with yourself, pick out at least two of your favorite 
photos (any age, weight and hair-color - as you want to be 
remembered). 


Book: This should be the only photograph on the first page of | 
your book. Secure with photo-tabs in any location you want. For ° 


those adventurous souls, pick which cutting template will work 
best with each image, position it on the mat, draw a light outline on 
the mat, remove the template (or use it as a cutting guide) and cut 
out the mat. Position the photo behind the cutout area and tape 
securely. The back side will not show, since you will be putting 
another mat there. 

On the opposite page should be a capsule of the highlights of - 
your life, plus your hobbies, likes and dislikes, favorite foods, vac- 
ation places, favorite authors, musicians, painters, political party, 
religious affiliation...do you get the message? A suggestion, have

For the following pages, you can decide if you want individual 
photos, or it you want family groups. Treat these pages the same 
as the first pages, however, be surc to identify each person on the 
page. 

You can decorate these pages in any fashion you choose. There 
are rub-offs you can purchase from hobby supply places to deco- 
rate the pages quite nicely and even make them look quite antique. 
You can also create personal, unique covers for the book. 

Are you doing this in tandem with your spouse or significant 
other? Both of you could create a book starting with your personal 
bibliography and then create one book with one page for one fam- 
ily history and the facing page for the other. 

When you are finished, slip cach mat inside an archival page 
and store in a binder, one mat facing another. I would really like to 
have you store these binders in some form of watertight archival 
setting, like a zip-lock bag, or something similar.

Mount your 
unit behind glass and back it with some form of archival board or 
foam cord.

In the United States, Zamora is the 128th most popular surname 
among modem Hispanic families. Exact origin of the name is un- 
known, but believed to be based on the Arabic word for music, 
“zamr”. Descriptive identification was an early source of sur- 
names. Zamora is the name of a province in northern Spain. 

Early records give Zamora as place of origin for Alvaro de Za- 
mora, arriving in New Spain from Cuba in 1519. Alvaro was part 
of the capture of Tenochtitlan and also the entrado into Tututepec. 
Evidencing a special talent for language, he soon was supporting 
himself as one of only three interpreters for the Audiencia. Ulti- 
mately, receiving the encomienda de Mazatlan and several estan- 
cias for his services as interpreter.

Magdelena Maria (last name unknown) in 1676 in the town of San 
Juan Tianquismanacio, Puebla. In 1696, Diego married Josefa 
Francisca Estaban and they soon moved north to Parras, Coahuila. 

From this marriage, a daughter, Antonia Zamora, is the line 
from which Mr. Zamora descends. Antonia Zamora married 
Mauricio Ortega. Their son, Dantiago Orgega de Zamora, born 12 
July 1772, took the Zamora name when he married Maria Dolores 
Morales 22 January 1792. ; 

Taking a mother’s surname, or even a grandmother’s name was 
not entirely unusual in Mexico. However, for the family re- 
searcher, the search is much more challenging. It took Mr. Zamora 
many dedicated hours to discover that his line was through a 
grandmother, generations back, not a grandfather. 


Juan Zamora and Cecelia Montalva de Zamora are Mr. Za- 
mora’s immediate grandparents. They married in Monterrey, 
Nuevo Leon, where Mr. Zamora’s father, Elijio, was born in 1889, 
the first of 13 children. 


The family moved to Poteet, Texas, raising strawberries, living 
a quiet, humble life on a small farm. Elijio fulfilled his role as the 
eldest son, with humility and love. He started working at a very 
early age in the fields to help his family. Throughout his live, he 
gave generously, from the little that he had, to his family. Never 
leaving projects half-way, Elijio always completed everything he 
started. He was a noble sclf-made man. 


Prior to marriage, Elijio worked in the physically demanding 


job of a furnace stoker in a gold smelter. He married his bride, 
Paula Lopez, in San Antonio 11 November 1926. After marriage, 


he worked in a potato chip factory. The depression forced him to 
look for other work. In 1938-39, he attempted to feed his family as 
a train porter. In 1940, Elijio and his family followed the crops into 
Michigan. Missing the Texas barrios, Elijio enjoyed the opportun- 
ity of hearing missionary priests teaching in Spanish and would 
frequently take young Rodolfo. One incident Mr. Zamaro said he 
would never forget was the “priest giving a sermon of how the de- 
vil would use pitchfork to turn those poor soul around while in 
hell.” Elijio developed a loud cough to attempt to break the cycle 
of the serman. After trying several times without success, he 
grabbed Rudolfo’s hand, mumbling as we left about “what gar- 
bage to be using in front of grown men...” 
“My father had tenacity of pur- 
pose. He wanted my sister, Sally, 
and me to get an education so we

set of books published with the amount of genealogical data found within these books, especially for this time frame. We have 
attempted to abstract everything of genealogical value for the veteran’s and wife’s or widow’s families as well as additional data 
on other persons mentioned in the claims. There are literally thousands of births, deaths, and marriages that predate 1800 
and many thousands more that predate 1830. Also included are places of residence with the dates or time frame and immigra- 
tion data as shown in the claims. Some of the entries will contain data to the 1600’s. Volume IV contains an index of 399,096 
names which is every name as shown in the first three volumes of the set. These abstracts were taken from National Archives 
Series M805 with some of the entries supplemented with data from Series M804. The abstracts are arranged alphabetically 
by the name of claimant.

Compiled by Gerald M. Petty

Swedish-American 
population grows 


According to the federal 
census, which has been report- 
ing on the ethnic composition 
of the American people since 
the mid-19th century, some 4.6 
million persons in the United 
States have identified them- 
selves as Swedish-Americans 
(i.e. indicated Swedish as at 
least one of their national ori- 
gins.)

The census 
microfilm for the county is di- 
vided into two rolls, and one of 
the rolls was apparently over- 
looked when the index was 
compiled. The same thing hap- 
pened with Putnam Co., MO. 

In that case, the entire county 
was overlooked. The moral 
here: Check the film if you 
can’t find your ancestor in the 
index!

From the Mowatt Family In- 
ternational DeMonte Alco 
comes news of the Mowat link 
with Robert Burns: The links of 
the poct, Robert Burns, with 
the countics of Angus and 
Mearns are fairly familiar, but 
his connection with the Mow-

indexing CW Soldiers 

At the end of the 19th century, an army of War Department 
clerks, using pen and ink, transferred information from an esti- 
mated 150 million Civil War service records to approximately 5.2 
million General Index Cards (including name cross references), 
forming an index to the vast collection of soldicrs’ records stored 
by the National Archives. Half a century later, microfilming tech- 
nology allowed those same cards to be transferred to film and 
thereby duplicated and made available to descendants researching 
the war experience of their ancestors. 

Working on their computers at home using paper copies of the 
microfilmed records, volunteers from Indiana and Illinois have be- 
come the first of an army of genealogists who will computerize 
these records, providing researching with a marvelous new tool for 
studying Civil War soldiers. Volunteers in Utah, Ohio, Michigan, 
Texas, Kansas, Arizona, Massachusctts, Minnesota, Virginia and 
Florida, will soon receive the software and paper copies necessary 
for them to begin data entry. It is expected that eventually volun- 
teers in nearly every state will be involved and that data entry will 
be completed sometimes late in 1995 or early 1996. 

The Federation of Genealogical Societies (FGS), under the di- 
rection of Curt Witcher and working through its system of nearly 
300 member socictics, is co-ordinating the data entry phase of this 
project. Thousands of gencalogists have already volunteered, and 
many more are expected to come forward as the data entry prog- 
resscs. Computer interest groups, patriotic socicties (e.g. UDC, 
DAR), Civil War Roundtables and many gencalogical socicties 
are participating as groups by appointing a local contact person 
who coordinates a small number of volunteers.

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Castellaw family declares 
Odom Library home to records 





Lyn Castellaw Newman has announced that the Castellaw fam- 
ily has chosen the Odom Library as repository for their archival 
and genealogical collection. 

The people who came to be known as Castellaw carry the 
legend of having been Vikings from Norseland. The name itself 
tells its later Norman ancestry by use of the Norman prefix 
“castel”, combined with the Celtic “law” - translating to “castle 
hill”. An early variant of the name appears in Scotland as Castle- 
law, using the anglicized prefix. 

Initially of the southern Lowlands, some relocated to Stirling- 
shire by the mid-1500’s. . The next 200 years saw them through- 
out the southern regions and at Stirlingshire, as well as Renfrew- 
shire, Lanarkshire and Lothian. 

From the beginning of the 1600’s, a number of Castellaws were 
clergymen of the Church of Scotland, some succeeding the previ- 
ous generation as minister of a parish. 

Marriage and birth records of the 17th & 18th centuries reflect 
family liaisons with Anderson, Cunningham, Dalzell, Douglas, 
Forsyth, McCleane, Houstoun, Hunter, Hutchens, Montgomerie 
and Stewart. 

James Castellaw,.Grand Sire of the Castellaws in this country, 
came here in 1708 for business purposes. Descendants in the Un- 
ited States are from the five children of James and his wife, Sarah 
Williams Castellaw; Thomas, John, James Bethia Castellaw Ale- 
xander and Sarah Castellaw Barfield. 

Some descending American group variants of the name are 
Castellow and Castelloe, with some of those variations having 
dropped the last letter entirely, to Castello, inadvertently identify- 
ing with unrelated families of other ancestry.

In the Spanish culture, the 
name of a person identifies 
him/her as a unique individual, 
giving a mini family tree in- 
stantaneously. The name of the 
individual is composed of his 
given name, his father’s sur- 
name and. his mother’s

surname. 

The first name of the person 
is referred to as the “nombre de 
pila” (name given at the baptis- 
mal font) or “nombre 
propio”(name given to the indi- 
vidual for himself). 

Surnames are referred to as 
“apellidos”. In the Spanish 
culture, the “apellido” of the 
father and the “apellido” of the 
mother are given to the child to 
form his legal name. For in- 
stance: Jose Antonio Rodri- 
guez y Lopez, married Maria 
Luisa Jimenez y Alonso and 
hada child. They give him the 
“nombre propio” of Carlos Ra- 
mon.

NEWS FROM THE TORONTO SEMINAR ON JEWISH GENEALOGY 


The Family History Library will completely computerize the passenger lists from Ellis Island, Port of New 
York, 1897-1924 (they plan to have it finished in two years). They have 4,000 volunteers and eventually plan 
to computerize all the passenger lists. 

Differences between using the Russian research resources of RAGAS, FAST and Miriam Weiner were 
discussed. RAGAS costs about $50/$60 day, but they use non-Jews to do their research (error rate may be 
higher than if Jews did the research because of familiarity with Hebrew and naming customs). FAST costs 
about $200 a day and they are more personalized (the mail is so bad in the former Soviet Union that they have 
taken to using hand couriers to deliver packets of information). Miriam Weiner costs about $800 a day, but 
there the likelihood of success is high and she is very thorough. Standards are now established and so are 
prices, therefore genealogists should not pay outrageous prices for documents. Sally Ann Sack reported that 
we should not send genealogical requests to Estonia, Latvia or Lithuania because they can’t fill our requests. 

Poland has increased its prices for documents; internally, the cost went up tenfold for Polish natives. The 
Poles shut off local researchers from acquiring vital statistic records for us because they realized that many 
“rich” Americans will pay “anything” for a document (It was reported that someone had paid $1,000 for a do- 


~cument!) Sally Ann Sack (editor of Avotaynu and Gary Mokotoff (President of the AJGS) reported that they 
heard a “rumor” about the Mormons not being permitted to microfilm additional Polish records because they ~ 


could get more money if Jews had to get vital records from the Polish government. Both Sally Ann and Gary 
will contact the Polish officials in Washington, DC and Gary will contact his senator about this matter. 

With the merger of the two Germany countries, many Polish and Lithuanian records are being discovered. 
Warsaw was in Prussia at one time and therefore there are some records about the city.

4. Production of various microfiches containing important material but of limited usage, not warranting an 
entire book. Recent examples are: 

“Four Indices to the 1784 Census of Alsatian Jews”, 1993, Daniel Leeson; 
“Index to the Jewish Vital Statistics Records of Slovakia”, 1993, Jordan Auslander; 
“Jewish Residents of the Maritimes in the 1901 Census of Canada”, 1993, Glen Eker;

New Jewish Genealogical Societies have been formed in Cincinnati, British Columbia (Vancouver), Mos- 
cow and Lithuania. Exciting news for Jews worldwide is that Germany is forming a JGS to reinstitute the old 
society disbanded in 1938 due to the Nazi Regime. South Africa will also be joining the JGS family. As of 
the summer of 1993, there are about 3,500 members of 53 JGSs worldwide.

The keynote speaker at the seminar was Alexander Kronick, aided by his wife and translator, Katerina. 
They are the President and Vice-President respectively of the new Moscow JGS. “Sasha” says that doing re- 
search in Russia is like trying to walk around in a marsh. Research takes a long time, there are few copiers if 
any and family birth documents are spread around several archives, even if they were all born in the same 
town. He says research fees are very high and likely to get higher unless a new strategy for archival catalog- 
ing is found. Russia needs a catalog of all documents by name and location. Sasha recommends you fax, 
phone or use electronic mail because the regular mail service is terrible. Instead of answering individual re- 
quests for Jewish genealogists around the world, he says his society would rather do projects which would 
benefit all the Jewish genealogist researching the Russian areas. (The Association of Jewish Genealogical 
Societies may fund them to do general archival research.)

Edwin Fox Restoration 
Society Incorporated 
In 1967, when the Edwin 

Fox was towed into Shakes- 
peare Bay, the vessel showed 


its strength by refusing to settle 
quietly into its layby. Mooring 
ropes (breaking strain 80 ton- 
nes) had been run ashore from 
bow and stern and made fast to 
substantial moorings. As the 
ship settled with the first low 
tide, it heeled slightly away 
from the shore. The strain on 
one of the moorings was such 
that it was pulled right out from 
the shore end. There was no 
sign of strain on the timbers of 
the ship. 


For 20 years, the weather 
and vandals took toll on this 
famous old ship, until 4 
November 1986, after a pump- 
ing operation that lasted five 
hours, the ship once again 
came to life and floated. For 
the next weeks, feverish activ- 
ity by dedicated Restoration 
Society memters and volunteer 
helpers turned the Edwin Fox 
once more into a proud ship, 
riding quietly at anchor and 
ready for the short voyage back 
into Picton Harbour and a final 
berth. 


The ship will be restored in 
original timbers and opened as 
a maritime museum for future 
generations to study the culmi- 
nation of 300 years of wooden 
ship construction. 

The Edwin Fox, 9th oldest 
ship in the world, is a lasting 
symbol of the many immigrant 
ships that came to New Zea- 
land in the days of sail. De- 
scendants of those pioneers, 
ship lovers and the public at 
large, will take an interest in 
the restoration of the Edwin 
Fox, a permanent example of 
maritime history.

Clan Buchanan Tourists Receive 
Royal Treatment in Scotland 


Thirty-three American members of Clan Buchanan were given 
the royal treatment in Scotland during their seven-day tour in Au- 
gust. They were joined in Glasgow by members of The Buchanan 
Society, founded in 1725 and Scotland’s oldest clan society. The 
groups exchanged toasts in what had been billed as a “cross- 
cultural clan event.” 

Hannah Stirling met the group at Balloch and joined them 
aboard the Silver Marlin for a cruise of Loch Lomond and a trip to 
Clarinch, the island that was the first property deeded to a Bucha- 
nan in 1225 and which inspired the clan’s war cry, “Clar Innis.” 
Stirling is founder of “Friends of Loch Lomond,” an organization 
of several thousand people from all over the world whose purpose 
is to preserve the natural beauty of Scotland’s most famous loch. 


A highlight of the trip was a visit to the Buchanan Castle Golf 
Club just west of Drymen village, site of Buchanan Auld House, 
which was the seat of Clan Buchanan from the 1200’s to 1682, fol- 
lowing the death of the last Laird of Buchanan when the lands 
were sold to the Duke of Montrose to pay off debts of the estate. 
Portions of some of the walls of the earlier building remain, form- 
ing an enclosure to the courtyard of the clubhouse, providing a set- 
ting for a group photo. 


The tour was led by Carroll Risk, owner-operator of Travel 
Agents International in Tulsa, and husband, Dick Risk, former 
editor-publisher of The Buchanan Banner, the official quarterly 
magazine of the Clan Buchanan Society in America. 


On the success of this years’ tour, the first in 12 years for Clan 
Buchanan, Carroll Risk has announced that a Clan Buchanan tour 
will be repeated next August.

ancient Melungeon mystery 


A yellowing document addressed to the governor of North Car- 
olina and locked in a box in the state archives there is believed to 


-contain the first official notice taken of the Melungeons. The re- 


port, written with a quill on now-brittle foolscap by John Sevier, 
later the first governor of Tennessee described the large, mysteri- 
ous colony of bronze skinned people he found in northeastem 
Tennessee. 

Sevier had been dispatched by Gov. John Murray Dunmore of 
Virginia to rid the west of the Indian menace. In the ensuing en- 
gagement, known as Lord Dunmore’s War, the colonial forces in 
1774 crossed the Appalachians into Tennessee in pursuit of the In- 
dians. Five years earlier, a few settlers had crossed the mountains 
and discovered the Melungeons, who had already been there for 
200 years, according to the estimate of Mary Sue Going of the Wa- 
tauga Association of Genealogists of Jonesborough, Tennessee. 

The settlers directed Sevier to the Melungeons’s location near 
present-day Harrogate, Tennessee. In his report to the governor, 
written about 1775, he described some of the mysterious dark- 
skinned people as having “straight black hair and dark blue eyes.” 

Today, after another two centuries, researchers know very little 
more about the Melungeons than did Sevier, but a team of Gowen 
Research Foundation members is now probing the mystery. 

When the first federal census was taken in 1790, the enumera- 
tors found hundreds of Melungeon households in southern Appa- 
lachia, the area where Tennessee, North Carolina, Kentucky and 
Virginia conjoin. In that year, Tennessee was recorded as part of 
Salisbury District of North Carolina. In the first census the 
enumerators were instructed to record the population as “white, 
free men of color, slaves, mulattoes and Indians.” They were com- 
pletely frustrated by the Melungeons, who were none of the above! 

In succeeding enumerations there, individuals who were once 
recorded as “free colored” were in the following decade recorded 
as “white” or “mulatto.” Color then, like beauty, lay in the eye of 
the beholder when the enumerator had no definitive criteria to 
follow. 


~ Genealogists researching the Gowen family have discovered a 
rare genetic “skeleton key.” It is interesting to note that Melun- 
geon characteristics are found today in several branches of the 


family - Goan, Goen, Goin, Going, Gowan, Gowen, Gowing, 


Goyne and other Soundex versions and plurals. Thus, it becomes 
evident that all of the above carry some common genes.

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Genealogists, and family and local historians often overlook 
court records as a source to find information about a person or ab- 
out an arca. This information can be very useful. Court records 
often give additional information and sometimes you will find in- 
formation which you do not find in other records. Throughout the 
history of Ametica, people have gone to court for various reasons, 
such as land disputes, or estate settlements, as well as for criminal 
reasons. Court week was a very important time. This was a time 
to go to sec fricnds, to visit and to catch up on the news. The news- 
papers, especially of the 1800’s, often give interesting stories ab- 
out court week. They often give the major subjects being dis- 
cussed during the weck, as well as a list of people who appeared in 
town for the court session. So, the best way to find out what was 
happening is to sce if the actual records are still in existence. 

Court records vary from county to county. Most of the early 
courthouse records are on microfilm at the Georgia Archives in 
Atlanta. If you do not care to travel from courthouse to court- 
house, it is easier to search the microfilm, because you can move 
from county to county with case. But, to get the real feel of the 
various counties, and times in Georgia’a history, the ultimate goal 
is to visit the county courthouses! 

Some people are intimidated when they think about going into 
the courthouse, much less scarching records! I have heard some 
good storics about visits to the courthouse, and I have experienced 
some. People complain about receiving no help from the employ- 
ees in the various offices. You must remember that the employees 
are often dismayed when people are searching for things of which 
they are-unfamiliar. The employee is concerned with the present 
records being gencrated. Often they are not knowledgeable about 
the older records. They may not know where they are housed. So, 
how do you make your trip a success? The answer is to learn about 
the court system. Before you make your visit to the courthouse, 
rcad as much as you can on the history of the court in Gcorgia. 
One book to read is The Georgia Bench and Bar: The Develop- 
ment of Georgia's Judicial System, written by Warren Grice in 
1931, and published by J.W. Burke Co., in Macon, Georgia. 

The records in the courthouses will cover the period since the 
American Revolution. You must remember that many court- 
houses have burned through the years for various reasons. Also, 
when a new county was created, the records in that county begin 
with the creation. You must go to the parent county for the earlier 
records. A person must be willing to climb ladders, get dusty, and 
pull heavy books off high shelves.

Hicks descendants 
assemble on 


ancestral site 


The home of Robert and 
Claire Hicks on Hicks Hill 
Road, was the site of a family 
reunion on Sunday, August 18, 
the first time that these modern 
descendants of Joseph Hicks, 
one of the first settlers of the 
town of Holderness and one of 
its first selectmen, gathered on 


the land which their ancestor 


had tilled in the 1760’s. 
Seventy people, mostly rela- 
tives of the Hicks family, en- 


joyed picnics while listening to — 


the music of “Seventh 
Heaven”, a group led by 
Christopher Hicks. They also 
heard a concise history of the 
town of Ashland by Mary Ruell 
of the Ashland Historical Soci- 
ety. Excerpts from the family 
genealogy were shared by 
Robert Hicks. Other relatives, 
the LeBlanc Brothers, closed 
the program with gospel music. 

The Hicks home is newly 
built on a portion of the former 
Hicks land purchased from 
Mary “Libby” Small, the 
owner of the 1784 house built 
by Joseph Hicks. Only founda- 
tions remain of an earlier 
building. 

References to Joseph Hicks 
are found in Hodges History of 
Holderness and in Tatham, 
Rollins, and Ruell’s New Hol- 
derness in the Revolution.

a dozer operator started to dig 
up graves: bones, pieces of clo- 
thing and parts of cast iron ca- 
skets. Although the job was 
stopped by the county, the con- 
tractor tried to keep the job go- 
ing by telling the dozer opera- 
tors “it is just cow bones.” 


The cemetery was located on 
a section of the Hursbourne 
Parkway between Wesport and 
Brownsboro Roads near the 
Gene Snyder Freeway. Some 
of the area’s older residents re- 
membered as many as forty 
stones, disposed of about 35 
years ago. 


The bodies seem to be de- 
scended from one of the first 
white families to settle in that 
area. The original land grand 
owner was Revolutionary War 
Colonel Abraham Hite (4th son 
of Anna Maria and Jost Hite) 
who migrated with his family 
from VA ca 1780. In 1815, 
Col. Abraham Hite deeded 400 
acres to his orphaned nephew, 
William Hite (1756-1828) - in 
whose family the property re- 
mained for the next 100 years. 
An archaeologist estimated the 
bodies disturbed by the dozers 
were buried between 1830 and 
1880. 


A search for descendants of 
William Hite found Betty 
Mathews of Chattanooga, his 
3-great granddaughter, who 
said that William Hite “and his 
wife” (1st Elizabeth Henning, 
2nd Elizabeth Stark) had 11 
children. 


Arthur L. Hite, of Louisville, 
KY, was asked to sign an au- 
thorization form, as an owner 
of Abraham Hite’s cemetery, to 
give permission for officials to 
check to see if there was space 
in Abraham’s cemetery for the 
displaced William Hite descen- 
dants. “In the fall of 1992, thir- 
teen boxes of individual re- 
mains were buried next to their 
Uncle Abraham and his wife, 


Rebecca Van Meter Hite and 
family.”

Revolutionary War veteran, David Taws |

On 2 July 1776, David Taws 
of Princetown (then Corris- 
bush), Albany County (now 
part of Schenectady County), 
entered military service with 
the newly formed American 
Continental Army. He served 
under Captain Marselus and 
Colonel Van Schnick. During 
the northern campaign against 
British General Borgoyne, 
Taws was stationed at Fort 
Miller, Fort Ann, Fort Edward 
and took part in the engage- 
ment in Skenisborough. He 
also served in the militia on 
numerous occasions at the time 
when the settlements on the 
Mohawk River were destroyed. 

After the war, he received a 
pension from the Federal Gov- 
ernment for his service. 

David Taws was born in the 
Parish of Mafflin in Scotland, 
December 1748. He lived with 
his wife, the former Jannette 
Youll, on a 244 acre farm in 
; Princetown, NY. The couple 
had four children, James (who 
eventually inherited the farm), 
William (who moved to Brook- 
lyn, NY), Anna (who married 
John Miller and went west), 
Elizabeth (who married Joseph 
Wands) and Rosanna (who 
married Jesse Platt). The pre- 
sent Shedlick family of Alex- 
andria, Virginia, can trace their 
ancestors to William; while the 
Miller family of Des Moines, 
Iowa, descend from Anne. The

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Bridging the Gap in Dutch-Indonesian Genealogy 





When the Dutch government granted independence to the for- 
mer colony, the Dutch (Netherland) East Indies in 1949, a large 
community of some 200,000 Eurasians (Indos) were forced to find 
a new homeland. These Indos are the offspring of former Dutch 
and other European settlers, who often intermarried with women 
of Indonesian or other mixed ancestry. For more than three centu- 
ries these people of origin, lived primarily on Java, but some also 
on the other islands of the large archipelago. Most of these 15,000 
families were somehow related to each other. As an ethnic entity, 
they were bound together with strong love for family and they are 
characterized by a tremendous sense of hospitality. 

After the Indonesian revolution, they were given the option of 
changing their nationality and adopting the Indonesian nationality. 
More than 90 percent decided to remain Dutch which meant that 
their livelihood under the tropical sun would come to an end. The 
new Indonesian republic was very hostile at the time of President 
Soekarno’s reign and almost all Dutch influence was banned. So, 
the Indos left in droves and for the most part, settled in Holland. In 
the new “fatherland”, they proved themselves to be upstanding ci- 
tizens. Many of them were successful in starting new careers and

were making a good living. They were and are still extremely 
loyal to the Dutch government and at the same time, preserved 
their love for their own kind. 

During the past decades, children were born, youngsters got 
married and the third and fourth generation is now growing up. It 
is evident that a new dawn is breaking for the ethnic group. But, 
what about a link with the good ol’ days? The Dutch government 
left all official registration, old books and documents behind when 
they left p and in the hands of the Indonesian government. Fortu- 
nately, they have kept these records in relatively good order and 
safekeeping, but, in the final analysis, they are of no interest to 
them. Indonesians do not have registration at all. After a long Ja- 
panese occupation and an Indonesian revolution, the records suf- 
fered greatly and many registrations were lost or burned. For the 
Indos, this meant that free and easy access to these records became 
impossible. The “Arsip Nasional” in Jakarta will supply informa- 
tion, but this takes an inordinate amount of time and is costly. 
Hence, this makes every form of genealogical research practically 
impossible. What a dilemma! 

This state of affairs was recognized in Holland by a handful of 
dedicated, concerned citizens who had great foresight. They could 
foresee an even greater loss of valuable information in the future if 
nothing was undertaken now. So, they decided to take steps to col- 
lect all the information they could lay their hands on. 

In 1972, they scoured sources in Holland which were still acces- 
sible and attempted to record all data in an orderly fashion. They 
interviewed the older generation Indos and asked them to write 
down what they remembered, to send in their own family records. 
In essence this was the last generation of Indos who could supply 
this information. The next generation was born outside Indonesia, 
so their records are safe. The gap between the old and the new era 
was bridged with the assistance of Indo families who collected the 
information from their own personal documents or by memory.

ee Collect your family anecdotes! : SWAP

One of my favorite pastimes, arising from my interest in geneal- 
ogy, involves collecting family anecdotes and stories about rela- 
tives I was too young to remember. Many times, known living 
relations are sparse and it can be difficult to glean any information 
from them. I have found the local library, with its plentiful stock 
of phone books, to be very helpful. Conducting a search for people 
with your surname, through the white pages of the world’s phone 
books, can lead you to relatives you previously knew nothing ab- 
out. Oftentimes, these new distant cousins can provide you with 
quite valuable details about your aunts, uncles and grandparents. 


Recently, I wrote to all of my father’s cousins asking if anyone 
had memories regarding our family’s past. An elderly cousin re- 
sponded with details about my great-grandmother. I knew her 
name was Ita Lavrutin and I was familiar with the basic outline of 
her history. In fact, I even had an old picture of her tucked away in 
my files. She came to America, from her home in the Ukraine, at 
quite an advanced age and died a few years later, before I was 
born. One thing I had always been curious about was the origin of 
the odd surname “Lavrutin.” 

My elderly cousin responded to my letter and remembered that, 


as a child, Ita herself told him that Maier, her father, had originally 
come from France and settled in Russia. This made me think Lav- 
rutin had a slight French ring to it. I dug out my old photo of great- 
grandma Ita and studied it intently. It was obviously taken in Rus- 
sia when she was a young woman. Judging from the clothing she 
wore, the print was made sometime during the 1890’s. It showed 
Ita with her hair pinned sternly in a bun and wearing a typically 
Victorian “high buttoned” black dress. Suddenly, a detail caught 
my attention. Pinned high on her bosom was a brooch in the shape 
of the Fleur-de-lis, the symbol of France! That clinched it! Here 
was proof that I was part French. Ohh-la-la! I knew there was a 
reason I had such a taste for those gooey pastries! 

In order to learn these invaluable and poignant facts and stories 
about your family tree - you must start somewhere, After you have 
exhausted relatives, prying for tidbits of information - try the 
phone books at your local library. They are a wonderful reference 
source that is often overlooked.
